Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Fifth  Annual  Report  of 
the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
condition  of  the  Administrative  County  for  the  year  1*9 13. 

The  report  is  prepared  in  accordance  with  Article  7  of  the 
Order  of  the  Local  Government  Board,  of  29th  July,  1910,  and 
consists  mainly  of  a  digest  of  the  annual  reports  of  the  District 
Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

Two  new  Medical  Officers  of  Health  were  appointed  in  1913, 
viz.  : — Dr.  Isaac  Clarke  in  succession  to  Dr.  Tennant  in  Brumby 
and  Frodingham,  and  Dr.  H.  M.  Levinson  in  place  of  Dr.  Wilkin¬ 
son  in  Gainsborough.  None  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  are 
whole-time  officers. 

The  first  portion  of  the  report  deals  with  public  health 
questions  as  they  affect  the  whole  county. 

Attention  is  especially  directed  to  the  sections  dealing  with 
Isolation  Hospitals,  and  with  Tuberculosis,  and  to  the  recommenda¬ 
tions  therein  contained  with  a  view  to  the  provision  of  satisfactory 
isolation  hospital  accommodation  in  every  part  of  the  County. 

The  need  for  better  housing  for  the  working  classes  is  every¬ 
where  admitted.  This  report  shows  the  result  of  the  inspections 
under  the  Housing  ,( Inspection  of  District)  Regulations. 

Town  Planning  Schemes  are  much  to  be  desired  for  the  rapidly 
growing  Ironstone  District,  for  Immingham  and  Skegness,  and 
permanent  open  spaces  laid  out  as  pleasure  grounds  are  required 
especially  in  Gainsborough  and  Scunthorpe. 

The  unsatisfactory  general  conditions  under  which  milk  is 
produced,  especially  the  unhygienic  construction  of  cowsheds,  and  the 
lack  of  cleanliness  in  cows  and  milkers  is  commented  upon. 

At  the  end  of  the  report  there  will  be  found  abstracts  from 
the  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  giving 
details  in  regard  to  the  sanitation  of  each  district. 

I  have  again  to  thank  the  Committee  for  the  consideration 
which  has  been  given  to  my  suggestions  and  special  reports 
throughout  the  year.  I  also  take  this  opportunity  of  expressing 
my  thanks  to  all  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  for  their 
cordial  co-operation.

VITAL  STATISTICS  OF  THE 
ADMINISTRATIVE  COUNTY 


AREA. 

The  area  of  the  administrative  county  from  a  return 
furnished  by  the  Director  General  of  Ordnance  Surveys  at 
the  Census  1911  is  963,800  acres  inclusive  of  land  and 
inland  water. 

POPULATION. 

At  the  last  Census  the  population  of  the  County  numbered 
237,843  persons,  exclusive  of  the  two  County  Borougdis. 
At  Midsummer,  1913,  it  was  estimated  to  be  246,391,  namely, 
101,943  in  the  Urban  Districts,  and  144,448  in  the  Rural 
Districts. 

Estimates  of  the  population  of  each  Urban  and  Rural 
District  in  the  County  have  been  prepared  for  the  year  under 
review  by  the  method  described  in  the  Registrar-General's 
annual  report  for  1911,  and  the  mortality  and  other  rates  are 
calculated  on  these  estimates. 

BIRTH  RATE. 

The  births  registered  in  the  County  during  1913  numbered 
5,770.  The  Registrar-General  transferred  19  of  these  births 
to  other  districts,  and  included  40  births  registered  elsewhere. 
The  nett  number  of  births  was  therefore  5,79.1,  giving  a 

birth  rate  of  23.50  per  i,ooo  of  the  population,  compared 
with  6,018,  and  a  rate  of  24.73  per  1,000  in  1912. 

In  the  Urban  Districts  there  were  2,428  births,  giving  a 
birth  rate  of  23.81,  and  in  the  Rural  Districts  3,363,  giving  a 
rate  of  23.28  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

The  corresponding  figures  for  the  previous  year  are  :  — 
Urban  Districts,  2,535  births  —  rate,  25.28  per  1,000. 
Rural  Districts,  3,483  births  —  rate,  24.07  per  1,000. 

The  following  table  shows  the  birth  rates  for  the  County, 
and  for  its  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  for  the  past  five  years, 
compared  with  those  for  England  and  Wales.

There  is  seen  to  be  a  steady  and  practically  continuous 
decline  in  the  birth  rate.  The  highest  rates  were  in  the 
Urban  Districts  of  Brumby  and  Frodingdiam  (30.1),  Box  by - 
cum-Risby  (50.5),  and  Scunthorpe  (29.9). 

The  lowest  rates  were  recorded  in  Mablethorpe  (11.5)  and 
Skegness  (15.9). 

In  the  Rural  Districts  the  highest  rates  were  in  Glanford 
Brig'g-  (25.6),  and  Sibsey  (26.3)  ;  and  the  lowest  in  the 
Gainsborough  (21.3),  Louth  (21.4),  and  Spilsby  districts 

(21.6). 

DEATH  RATE. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  in  the  County  in  1913 
was  3,057.  Of  these  the  Registrar-General  transferred  166, 
which  were  of  non-residents,  to  other  districts,  and  added  the 
deaths  of  282  residents  who  died  elsewhere.  The  nett  deaths 
belonging  to  the  County,  therefore,  numbered  3,173,  repre¬ 
senting  a  Death  Rate  of  12.47  Per  1.000  of  the  population 
compared  with  12.3  per  1,000  in  1912. 

The  mean  nett  Urban  Death  Rate  was  12.98  per  1,000  and 
the  corresponding  rate  for  the  Rural  Districts  was  12.80. 
When  correction  is  made  for  age  and  sex  distribution  the 
County  Death  Rate  eras  only  10.75;  that  of  all  the  Urban 
Districts  was  12.08,  and  that  of  all  Rural  Districts  was  10.51. 

Below  are  given  in  tabular  form  the  Death  Rates  for  the 
County,  and  for  its  Urban  and  Rural  Districts  for  the  past 
five  years,  compared  with  those  for  England  and  Wales.

INFANT  MORTALITY. 

584  infants  under  one  year  of  age  died  in  the  County 
during  1913,  namely  269  in  the  Urban  Districts  and  315  in 
the  Rural  Districts. 

Calculated  as  a*  rate  per  1,000  births  in  the  year  the 
Infant  Mortality  in  the  County  as  a  whole  was  100.84  per 
1,000,  as  compared  with  88.5  per  1,000  in  1912. 

The  mean  Urban  rate  of  Infant  Mortality  was  110.79  in 
1913  and  100.2  in  1912.  The  corresponding  rate  in  the 
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Rural  Districts  was  93.67  per  1,000  in  1913,  compared  with 
80.01  per  1,000  in  1912. 

The  Urban  Districts  which  showed  a  higher  infant  mor¬ 
tality  rate  than  the  mean  Urban  rate  were  Brumby  and  Froding- 
ham,  Gainsborough,  Mablethorpe,  Market  Rasen,  Roxby- 
eum-Risby.  Scunthorpe,  and  Woodhal!  Spa. 

The  Rural  Districts  which  showed  a  higher  infant 
mortality  rate  than  the  mean  Rural  rate  were  Glanford  Brigg, 
Sibsey  and  Welton. 

An  examination  of  the  causes  of  the  deaths  of  infants, 
in  1913  shows  that  a  large  number  of  them  were  preventable. 
The  causes  of  these  deaths  in  each  district  are  set  out  in 
Table  IV.  It  will  be  seen  that  in  practically  every  district 
they  are  chiefly  premature  birth  and  atrophy,  debility  or 
marasmus.  Next  in  order  come  pneumonia,  diarrhoea!  diseases, 
and  convulsions. 

Premature  Birth  is  to  a  greater  extent  preventable  than 
is  commonly  supposed.  Atrophy,  Debility  and  Marasmus 
arise  partly  through  inherited  preventable  disease,  partly 
through  lack  of  knowledge  on  the  part  of  the  mothers  of 
infant  care  and  management  and  partly  to  other  causes. 
Diarrhoeal  diseases  are  due  to  parental  ignorance  of  how 
infants  should  be  fed  and  also  to  insanitary  surroundings, 
unclean  milk  and  other  causes  mostly  preventable.  Further 
investigation  of  the  deaths  ascribed  to  convulsions  and 
pneumonia  would,  in  all  likelihood,  reveal  a  preventable 
source  of  these  diseases  also. 

It  is  certain  that  it  is  a  mistaken  policy  to  allow  this 
great  sacrifice  of  infant  life  to  continue  without  any  effort 
being  made  to  check  it. 

Another  point  of  importance  to  be  remembered  is  that 
the  conditions  which  cause  the  death  of  these  infants  also 
cause  serious  illness  to  many  other  infants,  who,  although 
they  manage  to  survive  are  yet  handicapped  for  life  with 
weakened  constitutions. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  may  be  adopted  by  the 
County  Council  for  the  whole  County  and  Nurses  or  Health 
Visitors  appointed  to  advise  the  mothers  in  regard  to  infant 
rearing.  Steps  may  also  be  taken  to  investigate  and  to  deal 
with  the  causes  of  Premature  Birth  and  Marasmus  of  Infancy 
with  a  view  to  lessening  the  number  of  deaths  from  these 
causes. 

The  Notification  of  Births  Act  has  so  far  only  been 
adopted  by  the  Urban  Districts  of  Brumby  and  Frodingham,

PHTHISIS  DEATH  RATE. 

The  Deaths  from  Phthisis  or  Tuberculosis  of  the  Lungs 
in  1913  numbered  190,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  .77  per  1,000 
of  the  population.  The  rate  was  lower  in  the  Rural  Districts 
than  in  the  Urban,  viz.,  .69  in  the  former  and  .87  in  the, 
latter.  The  Death  Rates  from  this  disease  in  both  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts  were  slightly  higher  in  1913  than  in 
1912.  This  is  shown  graphically  in  the  chart  which  gives 
the  Death  Rates  from  Phthisis  and  for  all  Tuberculous  Dis¬ 
eases  separately  for  the  last  ten  years. 

DEATH  RATE  FROM  OTHER  TUBERCULOUS 
DISEASES. 

Tuberculous  Diseases  other  than  Phthisis  caused  82  deaths 
in  the  County  in  1913,  equivalent  to  a  Death  Rate  of  .33  per 
1,000  compared  with  .32  in  1912.  This  Death  Rate  was 
higher  in  the  Urban  than  in  the  Rural  Districts. 

ZYMOTIC  DEATH  RATE. 

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is  the  mortality  from  the  seven 
chief  infectious  diseases: — Small-pox,  Measles,  Scarlet  Fever, 
Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough,  “  Fever  ”  including  Enteric 
and  Continued  Fever,  and  Diarrhoea. 

There  were  altogether  192  deaths  from  these  diseases 
in  the  County  in  1913,  equivalent  to  a  Death  Rate  of  .77  per 
1,000.  In  1912  there  were  117  such  deaths  and  the  rate  was 
.48  per  1,000. 

In  1913  there  were  considerably  more  deaths  from  Measles, 
fewer  from  Whooping  Cough,  more  from  Diphtheria,  and 
more  from  Diarrhoea,  than  in  1912. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  each  disease  in  the  Urban 
and  Rural  Districts  is  given  below. 

A  chart  is  also  given  setting  out  graphically  the  Zymotic 
Death  Rate  for  the  last  ten  years. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Summer  of  1911,  when 
there  was  a  marked  rise  in  this  Death  Rate,  due  largely  to

DEATH  RATE  FROM  CANCER. 


In  1913  there  was  again  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
deaths  from  Cancer.  266  deaths  were  recorded  from  this 
disease,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of  1.08  per  1,000.  In  1912  and 
1911  the  numbers  were  245  and  217  respectively.  As  in  the 
past  three  years  the  Death  Rate  from  Cancer  has  been  slightly 
higher  in  the  Rural  Districts  than  in  the  Urban. 

The  Death  Rate  from  this  disease  for  the  last  ten  years 
is  shown  graphically  on  one  of  the  accompanying  charts. 

DEATH  RATE  FROM  DISEASES  OF  THE  RESPIRA¬ 
TORY  SYSTEM. 

The  number  of  deaths  in  the  County  from  Bronchitis, 
Pleurisy,  and  all  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  system, 
with  the  exception  of  Pneumonia,  was  218  in  1913,  with  a 
Death  Rate  of  .88  per  1,000  compared  with  230  such  deaths 
and  a  rate  of  .94  per  1,000  in  1912. 

DEATH  RATE  FROM  PNEUMONIA. 

Pneumonia  and  Broncho-Pneumonia  accounted  for  216 
deaths  in  1913,  equivalent  to  a  Death  Rate  of  .87  per  1,000. 
The  rate  in  1912  was  .67  per  1,000.  When  Pneumonia 
supervened  in  the  course  of  an  infectious  disease  and  death 
resulted,  the  death  was  attributed  to  the  infectious  disease  and 
not  to  pneumonia.

MEDICAL  OFFICER. 


1.  On  the  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

On  the  4th  April  a  special  report  was  presented  on  the 
Institutional  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis  in  order  to  assist  the 
Sub-Committee  to  decide  to  what  extent  the  Countv  Council 

t/ 

might  be  advised  to  undertake  the  provision  of  such  treatment. 

This,  report  dealt  with  the  financial  arrangements  recom¬ 
mended  by  the  Astor  Committee  as  to  capital  grants,  the 
provision  of  a  sanatorium,  dispensaries  (treatment  and  cost), 
medical  and  nursing  staff,  clerical  assistance,  observation 
beds,  the  estimated  cost  of  dispensaries  and  the  provision  of 
hospitals  for  acute  and  advanced  cases. 

2.  On  the  Appearance  of  Secondary  Rashes  and  Com¬ 

plications  in  Cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  at  the 
Gainsborough  Isolation  Hospital. 

On  the  17th  April  I  prepared  a  report  giving  a  general 
description  of  the  Foxby  Hill  Isolation  Hospital  at  Gains¬ 
borough. 

The  recommendations  at  the  end  of  the  report  were  as 
follows; — - 
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1.  The  Urban  District  Council  ought  to  have  at  least  20 
beds  in  their  Isolation  Hospital  in  addition  to  those  required 
by  the  Rural  District  Council. 

2.  The  walls  of  the  permanent  ward  blocks  should  be 
plastered  internally  so  as  to  present  a  smooth  inner  surface. 

The  ventilators  should  be  removed  and  the  nurses’  rooms 
should  be  made  into  observation  and  special  isolation  wards. 

Bath-rooms  should  be  provided. 

3.  The  porter’s  lodge  should  be  made  into  the  admini¬ 
strative  block  with  the  addition  of  two  double-bedded  rooms 
for  the  nurses.  The  porter  to  live  outside  the  hospital. 

4.  As  the  lease  of  the  present  site  of  the  Hospital  is  only 
for  a  limited  number  of  years,  the  Urban  District  Council 
would  be  well  advised  to  consider  the  desirability  of  uniting 
with  the  Rural  District  Council  in  the  provision  of  a  Joint 
Hospital  at  Morton  Carr.  The  wood  and  iron  temporary 
pavilion  could  be  removed  and  re-erected  there.  Such  an 
arrangement  would  prevent  the  waste  of  public  money  which 
would  result  if  two  district  hospitals  were  provided. 

It  was  further  suggested  that  negotiations  should  be 
entered  into  with  all  the  District  Councils  in  the  eastern 
portion  of  the  county  with  a  view  to  the  existing  permanent 
isolation  buildings  being  used  as  a  Joint  Hospital  for  the 
isolation  and  treatment  of  advanced  cases  of  tuberculosis. 

3.  On  the  Drainage  of  the  Barton-on-Humber  Urban 
District. 

On  the  15th  January  a  special  report  was  presented  to  the 
Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee  as  the  result  of  a  com¬ 
plaint  received  on  13th  December,  1912,  from  nine  residents 
in  Butts  Road. 

Complaint  was  made  that  at  every  high  tide  the  sewage 
was  returned  up  the  yard  gulleys,  forming  a  serious  menace 
to  the  health  of  all  concerned. 

The  chief  defects  in  the  drainage  of  the  town  were  found 
to  be:  — 

(1)  That  there  is  not  sufficient  fall  available  for  the 
drainage  of  houses  in  the  low-lying  zone  to  the  north 
of  Butts  Road,  and 

(2)  That  a  nuisance  has  arisen  from  the  fact  that  the 
Haven  into  which  the  sewag'e  is  discharged  is  become 
an  open  sewer.  This  is  dangerous  to  the  health  of 
those  who  live  in  the  houses  on  its  bank. 
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The  conclusions  of  the  report  were  as  follows  :  — 

“  I  am  therefore  of  opinion  that  the  present  sewerage  and 
sewage  disposal  of  Barton-on-Humber  is  in  such  a  state  as 
to  be  a  nuisance  and  injurious  to  the  public  health. 

I  agree  with  the  engineers  that  an  efficient  method  of 
sewage  disposal  for  Barton-on-Humber  cannot  be  obtained 
without  adopting  the  principle  of  lifting  the  sewage  by 
pneumatic  ejectors.  Only  by  this  means  can  the  drains  of 
the  low-lying  parts  of  the  town  be  cut  off  from  tidal 
influence.”

NOTIFIABLE  INFECTIOUS 
DISEASES. 


One  thousand  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  cases  of 
infectious  disease  were  notified  to  the  Sanitary  Authorities  in 
1913,  627  in  the  Urban  Districts  and  566  in  the  Rural. 
The  total  number  of  notifications  has  increased  during  the 
last  few  years  owing  to  the  addition  of  tuberculosis, 
poliomyelitis,  and  cerebro-spinal  meningitis  to  the  list  of 
notifiable  diseases. 

The  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  send  weekly,  by 
arrangement,  the  notifications  they  receive  to  the  County 
Medical  Officer.  These  notifications  are  returned  to  the 
District  Medical  Officers  with  a  summary  of  all  the  notifica¬ 
tions  in  order  that  all  may  be  kept  informed  of  the  presence 
of  infectious  disease  in  their  neighbourhood. 

The  Local  Government  Board  also  issue  a  weekly 
summary  which,  however,  does  not  specify  the  villages  in 
Rural  Districts  from  which  infection  may  spread.  In  the 
case  of  large  Rural  Districts  unless  the  names  of  the  villages 
in  which  cases  occur-  are  given  the  information  is  of  little 
value. 

Small-pox  and  Cholera. 

No  case  of  either  of  these  diseases  was  notified. 

Diphtheria. 

There  were  282  cases  of  diphtheria  notified,  viz.,  158 
in  the  Urban  Districts  with  a  case  rate  of  1.55  per  1,000 
of  the  population,  and  124  in  the  Rural  Districts,  with  a  case 
rate  of  1.14  per  1,000.  The  case  mortality  in  the  Urban 
Districts,  where  there  were  18  deaths  from  the  disease, 
was  11.4  per  cent. 

In  the  Rural  Districts  the  mortality  was  8.9  per  cent,.,  and 
in  the  County  10.3  per  cent. 

The  incidence  of  diphtheria  and  of  enteric  fever  is 
generally  taken  as  an  index  of  the  state  of  sanitation  of  a 
locality.  Other  throat  inflammations  and  also  diarrhoeal 
diseases  are  caused  by  defective  sanitation,  but  not  being 
notifiable  their  incidence  in  each  locality  is  unknown. 

In  Table  II.  the  rate  of  incidence  of  diphtheria  in  each 
district  is  given  in  the  next  column  to  the  number  of  cases 
notified.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  highest  incidence  in  1913 
is  reported  from  the  Urban  Districts  of  Alford,  Brigg,  Clee- 
thorpes,  Crowle,  and  Market  Rasen  ;  and  from  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Gainsborough,  Grimsby,  and  Sibsey. 
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Erysipelas. 

Seventy-two  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  in  1913 
with  3  deaths.  Erysipelas  does  not  require  the  supervision 
which  is  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  other  notifiable’ 
diseases,  and  might  well  be  removed  from  the  list. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

395  cases  of  scarlet  fever  were  notified  during*  1913  and 
there  is  evidence  that  a  number  of  mild  cases  were  not  recog¬ 
nised.  There  were  four  deaths.  The  seriousness  of  scarlet 
fever  must  not  be  measured  only  by  the  number  of  deaths 
caused  by  it  for  it  must  be  remembered  that  many  of  those 
who  have  suffered  from  the  disease  are  left  with  permanent 
deafness  or  with  disease  of  the  heart  and  kidneys. 

Enteric  or  Typhoid  Fever. 

66  cases  of  enteric  fever  were  notified  in  1913,  compared 
with  48  cases  in  1912.  The  case  rate  in  the  County  was  .25 
per  1,000  and  the  rate  of  mortality  (8  deaths)  15.15  per  cent. 

In  the  Urban  Districts  the  case  rate  was  .29  per  1,000  and 
as  there  were  3  deaths  amongst  32  cases  the  rate  of  mortality 
was  9.37  per  cent. 

In  the  Rural  Districts  the  case  rate  was  .23  per  cent,  and 
as  5  of  the  34  cases  died  the  mortality  was  14.7  per  cent. 

In  Table  II.  the  case  rate  is  given  in  addition  to  the 
number  of  cases  for  each  district. 

Tuberculosis. 

Altogether  369  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  notified  in 
1913.  Of  these  there  were  277  cases  of  tuberculosis  of  the 
lungs  and  92  of  other  tuberculous  diseases. 

As  there  were  190  deaths  from  tuberculosis  of  the  lungs 
and  83  from  other  tuberculous  diseases  it  is  quite  evident 
that  a  large  number  of  cases  were  not  notified. 

Poliomyelitis  and  Cerebro-Spinal  Meningitis. 

Only  two  cases  of  each  of  these  diseases  were  notified. 


METHODS  OF  DEALING  WITH 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


When  a  case  of  infectious  disease  arises  in  the  County 
the  source  of  infection  is  investigated  by  the  District  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  assisted  by  the  Inspector  of  Nuisances.  The 
case  is  isolated  when  there  is  an  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital 
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in  the  district  or  when  there  is  sufficient  accommodation  for 
isolation  in  the  patient’s  own  home.  At  the  conclusion  of  the 
illness  disinfection  of  the  patient’s  clothes  and  bedding-  is 
carried  out  by  means  of  formalin  vapour  in  most  of  the  dis¬ 
tricts  and  by  steam  sterilisation  in  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Cleethorpes,  Gainsborough,  and  Louth;  and  in  the  Rural  Dis 
tricts  of  Gainsborough,  Isle  of  Axholme,  and  Welton. 

In  the  case  of  Scarlet  Fever  certificates  are  given  by  many 
of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  to  the  teachers  so  that 
children  are  only  re-admitted  to  school  when  free  from  infec¬ 
tion. 

Similarly  children  who  have  suffered  from  Diphtheria 
are  not  allowed  to  resume  school  attendance  until  a  negative 
report  has  been  obtained  from  the  County  Laboratory  after 
an  examination  of  a  swab  from  the  nose  and  throat. 

The  District  Councils  pay  a  fee  to  the  Medical  Attendant 
for  taking  these  swabs.  Antitoxin  is  supplied  free  of  charge 
by  practically  all  the  Sanitary  Authorities. 

In  regard  to  Enteric  Fever  arrangements  have  been  made 
for  the  examination  of  specimens  of  blood  from  doubtful 
cases  for  the  Widal  reaction. 

Tuberculosis. 

In  last  year’s  report  I  outlined  the  scheme  proposed  by 
the  County  Council  for  the  prevention  of  infection  from  and 
supervision  and  treatment  of  cases  of  tuberculosis.  During 
the  year  1913  no  part  of  the  scheme  was  brought  into  opera¬ 
tion  with  the  exception  of  the  provision  of  open-air  shelters 
on  loan  to  the  Insurance  Committee’s  patients,  but  a  great 
amount  of  time  was  given  to  the  consideration  of  the  details 
of  a  dispensary  organisation  for  the  county.  Negotiations 
were  carried  on  with  the  Insurance  Committee  and  with  the 
Lincolnshire  Nursing  Association. 

Dispensary  Organisation. 

It  was  finally  decided  to  establish  eleven  dispensaries  in 
convenient  centres  and  arrangements  were  made  before  the 
close  of  the  year  for  the  renting  of  premises  in  Lincoln, 
Gainsborough,  Brigg,  Scunthorpe,  Epworth,  Barton-on- 
Humber,  Cleethorpes,  Market  Rasen,  Louth,  Spilsby,  and 
Horncastle.  The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  ap¬ 
pointed  Chief  Tuberculosis  Officer,  and  it  was  decided  that 
the  medical  staff  should  include  four  Assistant  Medical 
Officers  who  should  combine  the  work  of  the  Tuberculosis 
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dispensaries  with  that  of  School  Medical  Inspection.  The 
Council  also  concluded  an  arrangement  for  one  year  with  the 
Lincolnshire  Nursing  Association,  under  which  the  Associa¬ 
tion  agreed  to  provide  the  nursing  required  in  connection  with 
the  tuberculosis  dispensaries  and  with  school  nursing.  Under 
the  scheme  the  nursing  shall  as  far  as  possible  be  under¬ 
taken  by  the  District  Nurses  in  those  districts  where  nurses 
are  already  acting  and  for  the  remainder  of  the  area  seven 
whole-time  nurses  shall  be  appointed.  The  control  of  the 
District  Nurses  remains  in  the  hands  of  the  District  Nursing 
Associations  and  the  Lincolnshire  Nursing  Association  con¬ 
trols  the  whole-time  Nurses.  The  County  Council  pay  for 
the  services  of  the  Nurses  on  condition  that  the  work  is  done 
to  the  Councils  satisfaction.  If  the  arrangement  is  not 
found  to  be  satisfactory  the  County  Council  will  discontinue 
it  and  provide  a  system  of  whole -time  nursing. 


Sanatorium. 

In  regard  to  the  erection  of  a  Sanatorium  it  was  agreed 
that  such  provision  should  be  undertaken  jointly  with  the 
counties  of  Kesteven  and  Holland  and  with  the  County 
Borough  of  Grimsby.  Only  one  meeting  of  the  Joint  Com¬ 
mittee  was  held  in  1913.  At  that  meeting  it  was  resolved 
that  the  provision  of  a  joint  Sanatorium  is  desirable  both 
on  the  ground  of  efficiency  and  economy,  provided  the  re¬ 
quisite  accommodation  is  obtained  in  some  place  reasonably 
convenient  for  all  the  Authorities  concerned,  and  it  was 
agreed  that  the  situation  of  the  proposed  Sanatorium  should 
be  left  for  the  consideration  of  a  small  Sub-Committee  to  be 
nominated,  who  should  also  report  as  to  the  proportions  in 
which  the  necessary  capital  outlay  not  paid  by  the  Local 
Government  Board  should  be  provided  by  the  constituent 
authorities. 

It  remains  to  be  said  that  the  progress  made  by  this 
Joint  Committee  since  the  meeting  in  1913  has  been  very 
slow  indeed,  owing  to  the  difficulty  of  arranging  meetings  on 
dates  convenient  for  the  representatives  of  all  the  authorities 
concerned.  ;■  •  ; 

Hospital  Beds. 

As  regards  the  provision  of  Hospital  Beds  for  advanced 
cases  I  regret  to  say  that  even  at  the  time  of  writing  no  steps 
have  been  taken  to  obtain  the  necessary  accommodation.  I 
am  of  opinion  that  such  accommodation  should  be  provided, 
as  far  as  possible,  in  the  area  of  each  of  the  Rural  Districts 
into  which  the  Countv  is  divided,  The  accommodation  should 
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be  provided  in  connection  with  other  isolation  hospital  accom¬ 
modation,  which  should  be  erected  and  administered  either 
by  the  largest  Urban  District  in  each  area  or  jointly  by  a 
combination  for  this  purpose  of  all  the  Sanitary  Authorities 
comprised  within  the  area  pf  each  Rural  District.  This  latter 
arrangement  is  to  be  preferred. 

The  following  combinations  are  suggested:  — 

1.  That  portion  of  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District 
situated  to  the  west  of  the  River  Ancholme  and  in¬ 
cluding  Howsham  and  Kirton  Lindsey  and  the 
surrounding  district,  combined  with  the  Rural  District 
of  the  Isle  of  Axholme,  and  the  following  Urban 
Districts,  viz.  : — Crowle,  Brigg,  Broughton,  Brumby 
and  Frodingham,  Scunthorpe,  Roxby-cum-Risby,  and 
Winterton. 

2.  The  eastern  portion  of  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  Dis¬ 
trict  together  with  the  Urban  District  of  Barton-on- 
Humber. 

3.  The  Grimsby  Rural  District  and  the  Cleethorpes- 
with-Thrunscoe  Urban  District. 

4.  The  Gainsborough  Rural  and  Urban  Districts. 

5.  The  Caistor  Rural  District  and  the  Market  Rasen 
Urban  District. 

6.  The  Louth  Rural  District  together  with  the  Borough 
of  Louth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Mablethorpe. 

7.  The  Horncastle  Rural  and  Urban  Districts  and  the 
Woodhall  Spa  Urban  District. 

8.  The  Spilsby  Rural  District  and  the  Urban  District  of 
Alford. 

The  Sibsey  Rural  District  can  probably  make  satisfactory 
arrangements  with  the  County  Borough  of  Boston. 

The  Welton  Rural  District  Council  ought  to  provide  a 
hospital  for  their  own  area  unless  better  arrangements  can 
be  made  for  isolation  of  patients  at  the  Infectious  Diseases 
Hospital  and  Sanatorium  belonging  to  the  Lincoln  City 
Council. 

The  Local  Government  Board  are  prepared  to  make  sub¬ 
stantial  grants  towards  the  cost  of  the  erection  of  hospital 
accommodation  for  tuberculosis  and  in  aid  of  their  main¬ 
tenance,  and  it  is  clear  that  as  the  same  site,  administrative 
block,  disinfector,  laundry,  mortuary,  etc.,  may  serve  also 
for  pavilions  for  the  isolation  of  scarlet  fever,  diphtheria, 
etc.,  the  grants  for  tuberculosis  will  effect  a  considerable 
saving  in  the  cost  of  erection  of  a  hospital  for  the  ordinary 
notifiable  diseases. 
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In  regard  to  the  cost  of  maintenance  also  a  saving  would 
be  effected,  since  a  proportion  of  the  salaries  of  the  ordinary 
staff,  including  those  of  the  Medical  Officer  and  Matron  would 
be  repaid  out  of  the  grant  for  tuberculosis.  , 

In  the  Appendix  will  be  found  the  authority  for  the 
statements  made  above  with  regard  to  maintenance 
grants  for  tuberculosis.  It  is  taken  from  the  Memorandum 
on  the  Treatment  of  Tuberculosis  issued  by  the  Local  Govern- 
ment  Board  on  7th  November,  1913. 


ISOLATION  HOSPITALS. 


The  only  increase  in  the  Isolation  Hospital  accommoda¬ 
tion  in  the  County  in  1913  was  the  provision  of  four  beds 
by  the  Grimsby  Rural  District  Council  for  the  isolation  of 
cases  of  Plague,  Yellow  Fever  and  Cholera  in  connection  with 
the  Port  of  Immingham.

The  Urban  District  of  Cleethorpes- 
with-Thrunscoe  sends  cases  by  arrangement  to  the  Grimsby 
Fever  Hospital,  and #  Market  Rasen  Urban  District  has  a 
similar  arrangement  with  regard  to  the  reception  of  cases 
into  the  Caistor  R.D.  Isolation  Hospital.

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The  Isolation  Hospital  at  Gainsborough  receives  cases 
from  the  Gainsborough  Rural  District  by  arrangement  and 
similar  arrangements  have  been  made  by  the  Sibsev  and 
Welton  Rural  Districts  with  the  adjoining  borough  hospital^. 

The  Grimsby  Rural  District  Council  send  cases  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital  at  Caistor. 

These  arrangements  are  seldom  satisfactory  for  two 
reasons,  viz.  :  (i)  the  high  rate  usually  charged  for  the 
admission  of  cases  causes  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to 
take  risks  rather  than  advise  the  isolation  of  cases  which 
would  involve  a  large  weekly  expenditure,  (ii)  The  arrange¬ 
ments  do  not  generally  provide  for  the  admission  of  cases 
at  all  times  but  only  when  beds  are  not  required  by  the 
authority  owning  the  hospital. 

No  provision  of  general  isolation  hospital  accommodation 
has  yet  been  made  by  the  Urban  Districts  of  Alford,  Barton- 
on-Humber,  Broughton,  Brumby  and  Frodingham,  Crowle, 
Mablethorpe,  Roxby-cum-Risby,  Scunthorpe,  Winterton,  and 
Woodhall  Spa  nor  by  the  Rural  Districts  of  Horncastle,  Isle  of 
Axholme  and  Louth. 

None  of  the  Rural  Districts  have  sufficient  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  this  purpose. 

The  Caistor  Rural  District  Council  have  plans  under 
consideration  for  the  extension  of  their  Hospital  to  make 
accommodation  for  the  treatment  of  two  diseases  concurrently 
and  to  provide  beds  for  the  isolation  of  advanced  cases 
of  tuberculosis. 

No  progress  was  made  during  the  year  with  the  negotia¬ 
tions  for  a  joint  hospital  district  which  I  suggested  should 
be  formed  for  the  Ironstone  district  in  the  North  of  the 
County,  and  none  of  the  individual  authorities  in  that  area 
have  yet  provided  the  necessary  accommodation. 

I  wish  to  urge  that  more  adequate  provision  for  the 
isolation  of  Infectious  Diseases  should  now  be  made  'through¬ 
out  the  whole  County,  and  that  for  the  sake  of  efficiency  and 
economy  districts  should  be  combined  for  this  purpose. 

Hospital  beds  are  necessary  for  the  isolation  of  advanced 
cases  of  Tuberculosis,  and  these  are  better  provided  within 
a  reasonable  distance  of  the  patient’s  homes  than  at  a  central 
Sanatorium. 

Substantial  grants  are  offered  by  the  Local  Government 
Board  towards  the  capital  cost  and  maintenance  charges  on 
beds  provided  for  this  purpose,  and  if  advantage  be  taken  of 
these  grants  the  cost  for  the  erection  and  maintenance  of  an 
ordinary  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  will  be  greatly  lessened. 
This  subject  is  more  fully  discussed  in  the  section  of  this 
report  dealing  with  Tuberculosis,  to  be  found  on  page 
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HOUSING. 


Town  Planning  Schemes  should  be  prepared  for  the 
development,  on  proper  lines,  of  the  Ironstone  District,  to 
include  Scunthorpe,  Frodingham,  Ashby,  and  Crosby,  also 
for  the  new  port  of  Immingham  and  for  Skegness. 

The  Local  Government  Board  should  be  asked  to  press 
for  town  planning,  especially  in  the  two  first  named  districts. 

Housing  inspections  have  been  carried  out  more  or  less 
satisfactorily  in  all  the  Urban  and  Rural  Districts.  Many 
of  the  Inspectors  have  had  no  training  in  the  subject,  and 
therefore  cannot  be  expected  to  have  more  than  an  elemen¬ 
tary  knowledge  of  the  hygienic  requirements  of  dwelling- 
houses.  It  is,  therefore,  not  possible  to  report  with  any 
accuracy  as  to  the  real  condition  of  the  housing  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  the  working  classes  in  the  county  as  a  whole. 

In  some  cases,  and  especially  in  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Barton-on-Humber,  Gainsborough,  Horncastle,  Louth,  and 
Market  Rasen  insufficient  inspections  were  carried  out, 
apparently  because  other  duties  did  not  allow  of  the  requisite 
time  being  given  to  housing.  This  is  much  to  be  regretted, 
and  it  would  appear  that  assistance  is  needed  in  these 
Districts,  if  only  temporarily,  during  stress  of  other  work. 

Details  are  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Table,  of 
the  number  of  inspections  made  in  each  District,  with  a 
tabular  statement  of  the  action  taken  as  a  result  of  the 
inspections. 

Particulars  of  the  work  done  in  each  District  are  also 
given  in  the  Abstracts  from  the  District  Reports,  which 
will  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report. 

The  only  Urban  District  which  has  provided  houses  for 
the  working  classes  is  Gainsborough,  where  18  houses  were 
built  in  1912.  These  are  all  let,  and  no  part  of  the  cost 
has  to  be  paid  out  of  the  rates. 

There  is  a  scarcity  of  houses  in  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Brigg,  Crowle,  Scunthorpe,  and  Winterton. 

The  question  of  housing  accommodation  in  the  Rural 
Districts  is  a  difficult  one.  In  the  early  part  of  1913  the 
County  Council  held  a  Conference  of  representatives  from 
all  the  Rural  Districts  in  the  County  as  to  how  best  the 
Housing  Act  could  be  put  in  operation. 
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Alderman  Christopher  Turnor  emphasised  the  necessity 
first  of  all  of  obtaining-  accurate  information  in  regard  to — 

(a)  How  many  houses  ought  to  be  pulled  down  and 
replaced  ; 

(b)  How  many  houses  are  capable  of  alteration  and 
repair  ; 

(c)  How  many  new  houses  are  required  (without  reference 
to  the  above)  ; 

(d)  Whether  the  houses  are  required  for  agricultural 
workmen  or  for  whom  else. 

The  resolutions  adopted  by  the  Conference  were  as 
follows  :  — 

(1)  That  it  is  important  ‘for  Rural  District  Councils 
to  ascertain  to  what  extent  improved  or  additional  housing 
accommodation  is  required  in  their  respective  areas  to  meet 
the  wants  of  the  working  classes,  and  the  villages  where 
the  requirement  is  most  urgent. 

(2)  That  it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  that  cottages 
shall  be  provided  in  any  rural  parish  for  the  accommoda¬ 
tion  of  workmen  who  get  their  livelihood  in  towns,  or  at 
work  which  is  not  common  to  the  ordinary  labourers  in  the 
parish. 

(3)  That  the  main  difficulty  in  securing  the  erection 
of  labourers’  cottages  arises  from  the  fact  that  the  rents 
obtainable  provide  no  adequate  return  upon  the  necessary 
outlay. 

(4)  That  the  cost  of  providing  working-men’s  houses 
might  be  lessened  if  the  local  bye-laws  were  modified  so 
as  to  minimise  the  inital  outlay. 

(5)  That  the  proper  housing  of  the  working  classes 
is  a  matter  of  National  concern,  and  that  it  is  reasonable 
that  any  deficiency  in  the  rents  of  workmen’s  houses  to 
meet  the  interest  upon  the  cost,  repairs,  and  annual  instal¬ 
ments  of  moneys  borrowed  should  be  defrayed  from  the 
Imperial  Exchequer. 

(6)  That  if  not  so  defrayed  the  charge  should  be  borne 
by  the  parish  or  area  directly  benefited,  and  not  by  the 
common  funds  of  the  district  unless  it  is  ascertained  that 
houses  are  required  in  nearly  every  parish  in  the  district., 

(7)  That  the  annual  charges  in  connection  with  the 
provision  of  cottages  in  Rural  Districts  would  be  materially 
reduced  if  money  could  be  borrowed  from  the  Government  at 
the  lowest  market  rate. 
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(8)  That  it  is  reasonable  that  the  person  or  authority 
who  will  ultimately  be  the  owner  of  the  newly  erected 
houses  shall  pay  the  annual  charge  for  sinking  fund. 

(9)  That  having  regard  to  the  importance  of  the  housing 
question  it  is  imperative  that  it  should  be  dealt  with  by 
Parliament,  and  that  a  copy  of  the  foregoing  resolution 
be  sent  by  the  County  Council  to  the  Chancellor  of  the 
Exchequer  and  the  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board, 
and  to  the  County  Councils  Association. 

Representations  as  to  the  need  for  better  housing  in  1913 
are  specially  made  in  the  reports  for  the  Rural  Districts 
of  Horncastle  and  Caistor. 

The  Rural  District  Council  of  Horncastle  gave  much  con¬ 
sideration  to  the  question.  It  was  ascertained  that  there 
were  houses  unfit  for  habitation  in  18  parishes,  and  that  50 
houses  ought  to  be  built.  Plans  and  estimates  were  prepared, 
but  as  the  principle  of  placing  the  charge  upon  the  individual 
parishes  was  adopted  it  was  found  that  a  3d.  rate  would 
have  to  be  levied  on  these  parishes,  which  was  felt  to,  be 
too  great  a  burden.  The  scheme  is  therefore  still  in  abeyance. 

In  the  Caistor  Rural  District  there  have  been  proposals 
for  the  erection  of  workmen’s  dwellings  at  Uettleton,  Caistor 
and  Grasby.  Local  Government  Board  enquiries  have  been 
held  but  the  Medical  Officer  does  not  say  when  the  work  is  to 
be  commenced. 

In  regard  to  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District  Dr. 
Mitchell  writes  as  follows  :  — 

It  is  exceedingly  difficult  to  form  an  estimate  as  to  the 
sufficiency  of  houses  in  each  parish.  In  parishes  which 
are  increasing  in  population  owing  to  railway  and  other 
developments,  e.g.,  Barnetby,  East  Halton,  'Goxhill  and 
Killingholme  there  is  an  insufficient  number  of  houses  in 
proportion  to  the  influx  of  labourers.  On  the  other  hand, 
in  the  parishes  where  the  population  is  at  a  standstill, 
e.g.,  Worlaby,  Saxby,  Bonby,  the  demand  would  seem  to 
be  more  for  better  dwellings  to  replace  the  old-fashioned 
two-bedroomed  cottage  than  for  additional  ones. 


WATER  SUPPLY. 


Urban  Districts. 

Public  water  supplies  have  been  provided  by  the  Local 
Authorities  for  the  inhabitants  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Brigg, 
Brumby  and  Frodingham,  Gainsborough,  Scunthorpe  and  Win- 
terton  Private  water  companies  supply  the  Urban  Districts 
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of  Alford,  Barton -on -Humber,  Cleethorpes,  Horneastle,  Louth, 
Market  Rasen,  Skegness  and  Woodhall  Spa.  The  Scun¬ 

thorpe  Urban  District  Council  have  extended  their  water 
mains  to  Roxby-cum-Risby. 

The  public  supply  is  said  to  be  of  good  quality  and 

sufficient  in  quantity  at  Brumby  and  Frodingham,  Barton - 
on-Humber,  Cleethorpes,  Horneastle,  Roxby-cum-Risby, 
Scunthorpe,  Skegness,  Winterton  and  Woodhall  Spa.  In  all 
these  districts  a  majority  of  the  houses  have  the  public 

supply  except  at  Alford,  Barton-on-Humber,  Louth,  and 
Roxby-cum-Risby  in  each  of  which  more  than  50  per  cent, 
still  have  private  wells. 

At  Alford  only  eight  per  cent,  of  the  houses  are  supplied 
by  the  Water  Company,  the  remainder  take  their  supply 

mostly  from  surface  wrells  which  are  liable  to  contamination. 
As  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Local  Authority  to  see  that  a  suffi¬ 
cient  supply  of  wholesome  water  is  provided  for  every  occupied 
dwelling-house  within  their  district  the  Urban  District  Council 
should  obtain  a  report  from  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  ss 
to  the  wholesomeness  of  the  water  from  the  private  wells 
and  should  order  the  closure  of  any  found  unprotected  from 
surface  contamination. 

The  supplies  at  Brigg  and  Gainsborough  are  stated  to 
be  inadequate,  and  at  Market  Rasen  the  pressure  in  the 
mains  is  insufficient  to  ensure  a  constant  supply  to  all  parts 
of  the  town.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  recommends 
that  the  Water  Company  should  be  urged  to  provide  a  service 
reservoir  at  the  source  of  collection,  and  that  as  the  water 
is  very  hard  a  water  softening  plant  should.be  introduced. 

At  Frodingham  the  yield  of  water  has  been  increased 
during  the  year  by  the  sinking  of  an  additional  bore.  The 
Council  provided  a  water  softening  plant  in  1912. 

The  Frodingham  Urban  District  includes  houses  situated 
on  the  Trent  side  where  rain  water  is  the  chief  source  of 
supply.  This  is  quite  inadequate  in  dry  weather  and  abetter 
supply  is  urgently  required. 

At  Louth  the  water  supplied  by  the  Water  Company  was 
found  in  April,  1913,  to  be  contaminated  by  surface  drain¬ 
age.  There  are  dwellings  in  close  proximity  to  the  Com¬ 
pany’s  well  in  Hubbard’s  Valley,  and  apparently  the  well  is 
exposed  to  contamination  from  their  drainage.  The  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  presented  a  special  report  upon  the  water 
supply  of  the  town,  but  it  is  not  clear  from  the  annual 
report  whether  any  steps  have  been  taken  to  prevent  any 
further  contamination , 
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Steps  have  been  taken  to  increase  the  yield  of  the  water¬ 
works  for  the  town  of  Scunthorpe. 

At  the  western  end  of  the  Scunthorpe  Urban  District 
there  is  the  Trent  side  village  of  Gunness.  There  the  in¬ 
habitants  either  store  rainwater  or  take  their  supply  from 
surface  wells.  A  public  supply  is  much  to  be  desired  for 
that  village. 

It  is  very  satisfactory  that  Winterton  has  now  a  good  public 
water  supply  and  that  in  the  first  year  58  per  cent,  of  th*e 
houses  have  been  connected  with  the  water  main.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  urges  that  the  District  Council 
should  insist  upon  the  public  supply  being  connected  to  all 
dwellings  which  have  their  present  supply  from  contaminated 
wells. 

At  Woodhall  Spa  the  water  main  has  been  carried  to  the 
Witham  end  of  the  district  and  the  Council  are  treating 
with  the  Water  Company  for  the  extension  of  the  main  to 
the  end  of  Mill  Lane  and  along  the  road  to  Ivirkstead  Station. 
The  water  from  four  wells  in  Mill  Lane  was  analysed  and 
found  to  be  contaminated.  One  of  these  wells  was  closed 
voluntarily  and  the  other  three  by  an  order  from  the  Justices 
at  Petty  Sessions. 

There  is  no  public  supply  in  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Crowle,  Broughton  and  Mablethorpe.  In  all  of  these  districts 
the  inhabitants  depend  for  their  supply  upon  well  water 
which  is  often  very  unsuitable  and  in  some  cases  actually 
unwholesome. 

The  Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  the  two  last-named 
districts  have  urged  upon  their  Councils  the  need  for  the 
provision  of  a  public  supply. 

Rural  Districts. 

The  Caistor  Rural  District  Council  take  the  lead  in  the 
county  in  the  enlightened  policy  of  providing  public  wTater 
supplies  for  the  villages.  The  public  health  is  always 
threatened  in  places  where  the  water  supply  is  insufficient, 
or  liable  to  contamination  or  far  removed  from  any  of  the 
dwelling-houses . 

In  the  Caistor  Rural  District  public  supplies  have  been 
obtained  for  Caistor,  Nettleton,  Limber,  Holton,  Brocklesby, 
Moortown,  Claxby,  and  parts  of  Tealby,  Walesby,  Normanby 
and  Wadingham. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  reports  that  the  existing 
supplies  are  unsatisfactory  at  Grasby,  Searby,  Middle  Rasen, 
Cabourne,  North  and  South  Kelsey,  Swallow  and  Normanbv- 
le-Wold, 
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The  Spilsby  Rural  District  Council  have  pursued  the 
same  policy  in  their  area^  and  have  provided  public  water 
supplies  for  Spilsby,  Hundleby,  Sutton  -  on  -  Sea,  Wain  fleet, 
and  for  parts  of  Winthorpe  and  Burgh.  • 

A.  few  houses  in  West  Fen  are  supplied  from  the  mains  of 
the  Boston  Waterworks  Company. 

Dr.  Walker  reports  unsatisfactory  supplies  from  wells  at 
Alma  Place,  Spilsby,  and  St.  Michael’s  Lane,  Wain  fleet  St. 
Mary. 

The  risk  run  by  drinking  from  wells  which  are  liable 
to  contamination  was  shown  during  the  year  at  Crosby,  in 
the  Glanford  Brigg  Rural  District,  where  22  cases  of  enteric 
fever  occurred,  which  were  traceable  to  the  drinking  of 
polluted  shallow  well  water.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Healtli 
prepared  a  special  report  on  the  outbreak.  Most  of  the 
houses  in  which  cases  occurred  have  now  been  connected  with 
the  Scunthorpe  water  main. 

In  the  Welton  Rural  District  there  is  a  public  water 
supply  for  the  villages  of  Bardney  and  Langworth,  and  Lord 
Monson  has  provided  a  supply  for  Burton,  and  North  and 
South  Carlton. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  the  Gainsborough  Rural 
District  reports  that  in  the  north-western  part  of  the  district 
the  houses  are  supplied  by  rain  water  and  that  the  supply  is 
at  times  more  theoretical  than  real.  He  further  states  that 
the  River  Trent  is  the  supply  in  some  cases. 

In  the  Grimsby  Rural  District  the  parishes  near  Grimsby 
are  supplied  by  the  Grimsby  Waterworks  Company.  Else¬ 
where  there  are  artesian  wells  and  surface  wells.  Some 
isolated  houses  have  no  supply. 

In  the  Horncastle  Rural  District  90  per  cent,  of  the 
houses  are  supplied  by  wells.  There  is  a  public  supply  for 
Wragby,  Hemingby,  West  Ashby,  and  certain  houses  in 
Revesby.  Ranby  is  supplied  with  w^ater  from  the  River 
Bain.  The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  does  not  say  whether  it 
is  filtered  or  not.  There  are  a  number  of  houses  in  different 
parishes  in  this  Rural  District  which  have  unsatisfactory 
supplies,  and  for  which  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  is  of 
opinion  that  proper  supplies  cannot  be  obtained  at  the 
maximum  cost,  viz.,  £13,  up  to  which  compulsion  can  be 
exercised  under  the  Water  Acts. 

In  the  Isle  of  Axholme  the  water  is  excessively  hard 
and  practically  all  the  inhabitants  drink  rain  water.  Cisterns 
of  from  500  to  1,000  gallons  are  insisted  on  for  new  buildings. 
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In  the  Louth  Rural  District,  Withcall,  South  Elkington, 
Raithby,  Stenigot,  and  somje  of  the  Wokl  villages  are  supplied 
by  windmills  and  by  rams  from  streams.  Elsewhere  the 
supplies  are  from  artesian  wells,  springs  and  surface  wells. 

In  the  Sibsey  Rural  District  there  is  great  scarcity  of 
water.  Part  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Boston 
Waterworks  but  a  large  portion  has  to  depend  upon  rain 
water  cisterns,  wooden  tubs,  and  small  tanks,  the  water  from 
which  in  dry  seasons  is  soon  consumed. 


RIVERS’  POLLUTION. 


The  County  Council,  under  Section  14  of  the  Local 
Government  Act,  1888,  are  entrusted  with  the  supervision  of 
the  condition  of  the  rivers  and  streams  in  the  County,  and 
have  power  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  the  Rivers  Pollution 
Prevention  Acts  of  1876  and  1893.  If  facilities  were  given 
to  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  chemical 
and  bacteriological  analysis  of  water  and  sewage  samples, 
an  examination  would  be  conducted  into  the  actual  state  of 
the  water  courses  in  the  County. 

There  is  no  note  on  the  subject  in  many  of  the  reports  of 
the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health. 

The  chief  references  are  as  follows  :  — 

Dr.  Sandall  reports  that  the  Wold  Grift  Drain  at  Alford 
is  polluted  from  pig  stys  and  cowsheds  and  by  the  overflow 
from  the  sewage  works. 

Dr.  Booth-Milner  advises  that  the  outfall  of  the  Buck 
Beck  at  Cleethorpes,  which  receives  the  Humberstone  drain¬ 
age  should  be  more  frequently  cleaned  out.  It  silts  up  with 
sand  deposited  by  high  tides,  and  impedes  the  flow  of  water 
from  surface  drains  of  the  surrounding  land,  and  in  times  of 
heavy  rain  the  flooding  of  that  land  is  not  uncommon.  The 
Cleethorpes  Urban  Council  have  decided  to  clean  out  the 
sand  which  silted  up  the  outfall  of  the  Carr’s  Drain. 

The  existing  pollution  of  the  Lud  and  other  streams 
passing  through  the  Borough  of  Louth  and  of  the  Santon 
Beck  at  Scunthorpe  will  shortly  be  remedied  on  the  completion 
of  the  new  sewerage  schemes  for  these  districts. 
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SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 


Urban  Districts. 

There  is  public  sewerage  with  purification  works  in 
all  the  Urban  Districts  except  Barton-on-Humber,  Broughton, 
Cleethorpes,  Crowle,  Gainsborough,  Louth,  Roxby-cum-Risby, 
Scunthorpe  and  Winterton. 

The  new  systems  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  for 
Cleethorpes,  Louth,  and  Scunthorpe  have  not  yet  been 
completed. 

At  Barton-on-Humber  the  sewers  of  the  town  are  not 
in  a  good  condition,  and  the  sewage  is  discharged  untreated 
into  the  Haven,  a  tidal  water  course  where  it  creates  a 
nuisance  in  hot  weather.  The  flooding'  of  the  gardens  and 
cellars  in  Butts  Road  with  sewage  from  the  tide -locked 
sewer  has  been  remedied. 

At  Broughton  and  Roxby-cum-Risby  there  is  no  public 
drainage  except  for  surface  water.  These  places  are  in 
reality  villages  with  Urban  powers.  Public  sewerage  is 
particularly  necessary  in  Broughton  because  the  water  supply 
is  chiefly  obtained  from  surface  wells,  which  are  liable  to 
be  contaminated  by  the  present  disposal  of  sewage. 

Gainsborough  discharges  its  sewage  untreated  into  the 
Trent. 

At  Winterton  a  complete  scheme  for  sewerage  and  sewage 
disposal  has  been  worked  out,  and  it  is  proposed  to  do  the 
alterations  sectionally  and  over  a  period  of  years. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Alford  reports  that  the 
capacity  of  the  settling  tanks  is  inadequate  to  deal  witty 
the  large  amount  of  sewage.  Springs  have  apparently  found 
their  way  into  the  sewers,  but  their  point  of  entrance  cannot 
be  located.  At  present  there  is  an  overflow  of  unpurified 
sewage  discharged  into  the  Wold  Grift  Drain. 

At  Horncastle,  Dr.  Boulton  recommends  ventilation  of 
the  sewers. 

A  contact  bed  has  been  added  to  the  system  of  land 
filtration  at  Mablethorpe,  and  according  to  the  Medical 
Officer’s  report  the  effluent  has  been  improved  thereby. 

The  sewers  at  Market  Rasen,  and  the  sewage  purification 
works,  should  be  improved  on  the  lines  suggested  in  my 
recent  special  report  on  the  district. 
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The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  of  Scunthorpe  reports  that 
the  sewage  of  Santon  Terrace  requires  to  be  dealt  with 
separately  from  the  main  sewerage  of  the  town,  and  that 
a  purification  plant  is  required. 

At  Skegness  the  sewerage  works  on  the  North  Shore 
Estate  have  been  completed,  and  are  proving  very  satisfactory. 

Rural  Districts. 

Glanford  Brigg. — Ashby  and  Crosby  are  the  only  parishes 
with  sewage  disposal  works. 

Oaistor. — Caistor  and  North  Kelsey  have  irrigation  areas, 
which  are  said  to  work  satisfactorily. 

The  drainage  of  Keelby  is  unsatisfactory  and  should 
be  improved. 

Grimsby. — A  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
has  been  completed  at  Humberstone  Avenue.  The  part  of 
Little  Coates  which  adjoins  Grimsby  is  connected  with  the 
Grimsby  sewerage.  A  scheme  for  the  better  drainage  of 
Immingham  has  been  passed  by  the  Council. 

Horncastle. —There  is  no  parish  with  satisfactory  sewage 
disposal  works. 

Isle  of  Axholme. — At  Epworth  the  sewage  for  the  most 
part  flows  along  the  open  road  channels.  The  system  is 
primitive  and  must  be  unpleasant  in  hot  weather.  There  is 
no  satisfactory  sewage  disposal  works  in  any  of  the  villages. 

Louth. — There  is  public  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
only  in  the  villages  of  Aby,  Binbrook,  Ludford  and  North 
Somer  cotes. 

Sibsey. — The  conditions  are  similar  to  those  in  the 
Horncastle  Rural  District. 

Spilsby. — There  is  public  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
at  Spilsby,  Burgh  and  Sutton-on-Sea. 

Welton. — There  is  public  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal 
at  Bardney.  The  filters  are  very  unsatisfactory.  At 
Scothern  the  sewage  is  purified  by  land  treatment.  In  the 
other  villages  the  drains  are  mostly  field  pipes,  and  there 
is  no  purification  attempted. 

At  Saxilby  the  sewage  pollutes  the  Foss  Dyke. 
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THE  DISPOSAL  OF  EXCREMENT  AND 

HOUSE  REFUSE. 


The  water-carriage  system  is  gradually  replacing  dry 
conservancy  methods  in  the  Urban  Districts.  In  Cleethorpes 
and  Gainsborough  nearly  all  the  houses  have  water-carriage. 
In  the  other  Urban  Districts  there  still  remain  too  many 
tub  and  pail  closets  and  even  privy  ashpits  and  privy  vaults. 

In  the  Rural  Districts  efforts  are  being  made  to  replace 
the  very  insanitary  privy  vaults  and  privy  ashpits  by  pail 
closets. 

There  is  public  scavenging  for  the  removal  of  night  soil 
and  house  refuse  in  all  the  Urban  Districts  with  the  exception 
of  Broughton  and  Roxby-cum-Risby.  It  is  a  reflection  upon 
these  two  Districts  that  although  they  have  obtained  Urban 
powers  they  have  no  higher  ideas  in  regard  to  the  public 
health  of  the  community  than  are  expected  to  be  found  in 
remote  villages. 

The  scavenging  of  night  soil  should  be  carried  out  at 
feast  once  a  week  and  should  be  twice  a  week  in  hot  weather. 
It  is  only  carried  out  once  a  fortnight  in  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Barton-on-Humber,  Horncastle  and  Louth. 

In  Alford  and  Roxby-cum-Risby  the  scavenging  is  said 
to  bo  undertaken  when  required. 

In  the  Rural  Districts  there  is  public  scavenging  in  the 
following  parishes:  — 

Glanford  Brigg  R.D.  at  Ashby,  Barnetby,  Barrow, 
Burringham,  Burton  Stather,  Crosby,  Goxhill,  New  Holland, 
South  Killingholme,  Messingham,  Ulceby  and  Kirton  Lindsey. 
Caistor  R.D.  at  Caistor,  Keelby,  Limber  and  North  Kelsey. 
Gainsborough  R.D.  at  Morton.  Grimsby  R.D.  at  Imming- 
ham  and  Little  Coates.  Spilsby  R.D.  at  Hogsthorpe,  Spilsby, 
Wainfleet,  Winthorpe,  and  Sutton -on-Sea.  Welton  R.D.  at 
Saxilby  and  Nettleham. 

There  is  no  public  scavenging  in  any  parish  in  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Horncastle,  Isle  of  Axliolme,  Louth  and  Sibsey. 

No  village  can  be  considered  to  be  in  a  satisfactory 
sanitary  condition  without  an  efficient  system  of  scavenging. 
When  the  removal  of  night  soil  and  other  refuse  is  left  to 
the  householders  it  is  carried  out  very  irregularly  and  ac¬ 
cumulations  of  decomposing  organic  matter  are  kept  often 
for  long  periods  close  to  the  house  doors. 
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The  water  supply  of  most  of  the  houses  in  villages  is 
obtained  from  surface  wells,  and,  as  the  night  soil  has  to  be 
disposed  of  by  burying  it  in  the  gardens,  when  there  is 
no  public  scavenger  there  is  great  risk  of  contamination  of 
the  well  water. 

Accumulations  of  refuse  also  breed  flies  and  flies  carry 
the  offensive  matter  and  germs  of  disease  from  these  ac¬ 
cumulations  to  the  food.  In  this  way  diarrhoea  is  caused  and 
spread  and  summer  diarrhoea  is  one  of  the  chief  causes  of 
infant  mortality. 

Dr.  Mitchell  writes  on  this  subject  as  follows:  — 

The  importance  of  removing  as  quickly  as  possible  all 
human  and  animal  excrement  from  the  vicinity  of  dwelling- 
houses  has  been  particularly  emphasized  during  the  last 
year  by  scientific  researches,  convicting  the  domestic  fly  of 
being  a  carrier  of  disease  germs  from  manure  and  other 
filth  to  human  food.  It  has  been  proved  especially  that 
in  that  terribly  fatal  disease  known  as  “  Summer  Diarrhoea 
of  Children  ”  the  ■  particular  germ  is  conveyed  in 
this  manner.  In  the  hot  and  dry  summer  of  1911, 
according  to  the  returns  of  the  Registrar  -  General 
38,467  children  under  two  years  of  age  died  from  diarrhoeal 
diseases;  in  1912  with  a  cold  and  wet  summer  the  correspond¬ 
ing  figure  was  7,445.  A  great  proportion  of  these  deaths  are 
preventable  by  so  reducing  the  prevalence  of  the  common 
house  fly  as  to  render  it  unimportant  in  transmitting  dis¬ 
ease.  The  offspring  from  one  female  fly  is  so  enormous 
that  the  problem  can  only  be  tackled  by  the  prevention  of 
breeding.  In  the  life  history  of  the  fly  from  the  egg  to  the 
flying  stage  takes  about  ten  days,  and  it  is  in  the  early 
period  whilst  the  maggots  are  collected  together  in  large 
crawling  masses  that  they  are  most  easily  destroyed.  By 
cleaning  out  pail  closets  and  dust  bins  thoroughly  and 
regularly  once  every  week  we  can  get  [rid  of  the  pest  before  the 
flying  stage  is  reached,  hence  the  importance  of  systematic 
weekly  scavenging  in  all  our  villages.  The  manure  heap 
offers  a  more  difficult  problem  in  country  districts;  they 
should  be  kept  as  far  away  from  dwnlling-houses  as  is 
practicable,  and  should  not  be  allowed  in  the  vicinity  of 
slaughter-houses  unless  kept  in  covered  bins  which  are 
emptied  regularly. 
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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 


I  stated  last  year  that  the  impression  left  by  a  perusal 
of  the  reports  of  the  District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  on 
the  subject  of  the  sanitary  supervision  of  the  milk  traffic 
was  that  wherever  a  Medical  Officer  had  been  observant  he 
had  found  matter  for  adverse  comment  in  regard  to  the 
construction  of  cowsheds,  and  the  cleanliness  of  the  dairy 
cattle.  That  impression  is  strengthened  after  reading  the 
reports  for  1913. 

The  conditions  Under  which  milk  is  produced  are  generally 
unsatisfactory.  It  has  been  said  that  the  conditions  which 
are  desired  by  those  responsible  for  the  protection  o’f  the 
public  health  could  only  be  carried  out  by  large  dairy  farmers, 
and  that  the  small  dairyman  would  have  to  give  up  business. 
This  is  not  the  case,  unless  it  be  that  the  small  dairyman's 
prejudices  will  make  him  give  up  business  rather  than  take 
the  trouble  to  keep  his  cattle  clean,  and  the  milk  free  from 
contamination.  The  alterations  to  cowsheds  required  to 
provide  a  sufficiency  of  light  and  air  to  the  buildings  are 
matters  for  the  landlords  in  the  case  of  small  farmers. 

As  stated  last  year  the  requisite  light  and  air  can  best 
be  secured  by  removing  one  wall  of  the  cowshed  altogether, 
leaving  only  supports  for  the  roof  and  erecting  a  protecting 
wooden  screen  several  yards  away  from  the  shed.  Similar 
sheds  to  these  described  are  already  used  for  the  rearing  of 
young  stock.  It  has  been  proved  that  cattle  accustom  them¬ 
selves  to  the  open  air  conditions  both  in  summer  and  winter, 
and  that  the  yield  of  milk  is  not  lessened.  There  is  much 
less  likelihood  of  tuberculosis  spreading  amongst  cows  kept 
in  open  sheds.  A  modification  of  the  completely  open  cow 
shed  for  districts  in  which  that  may  appear  to  be  unsuitable 
may  be  provided  by  arranging  for  an  open  space  two  feet 
in  depth  along  one  length  of  the  shed  from  the  roof  down¬ 
wards,  with  supporting  pillars  for  the  roof. 

The  improvements  which  concern  the  small  dairy  farmer 
are  those  which  relate  to  cleanliness.  Milk  cannot  but  be 
grossly  contaminated  by  milking  ungroomed  cows  with  unclean 
hands  into  an  uncovered  pail.  It  should  not  add  greatly  to 
the  cost  of  milk  production  to  provide  a  good  supply  of  clean 
bedding,  to  have  the  flanks  and  udders  of  the  cows  free  from 
manure  before  milking,  to  ensure  strict  personal  cleanliness 
amongst  the  milkers,  and  to  use  clean  covered  milk  pails. 

There  is  also  the  question  of  tuberculosis  in  dairy  cattle. 
Wise  farmers  will  test  their  herd  with  tuberculin  and 
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segregate  those  which  react  so  that  healthy  animals  may 
not  become  infected.  Several  of  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  refer  to  the  danger  to  the  health,  especially  of 
young  children,  of  drinking  milk  containing  tubercle  bacilli. 
They  recommend  that  arrangements  should  be  made  at  the 
County  Laboratory  for  the  examination  of  milk  samples. 


SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  PREMISES 
WHERE  FOOD  IS  PREPARED. 

Bakehouses  . 

Bakehouses  where  no  mechanical  power  is  used  come  under 
the  heading  of  workshops  within  the  meaning  of  the  Factories 
and  Workshops  Act,  1901.  The  sanitary  provisions  of  that 
Act  have  to  be  enforced  in  regard  to  them  by  the  Local 
Authorities. 

From  the  reports  of  the  Medical  Officers  of  Health  and 
Sanitary  Inspectors  they  appear  to  be  well  supervised.  De¬ 
tails  in  regard  to  the  inspections  will  be  found  in  Section  IX. 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  tabulated  return. 


SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 


There  are  Bye-laws  for  the  regulation  of  Slaughter-houses 
in  all  the  Districts  with  the  exception  of  the  Urban  Districts 
of  Barton-on-Humber,  Broughton,  Market  Rasen,  and  Roxby- 
cum-Bisby,  and  the  Rural  {Districts  of  Glanford  Brigg,  Caistor, 
Grimsby,  Louth  and  Sibsey. 

There  are,  however,  no  Slaughter-houses  in  Brumby  and 
Frodingham,  and  Roxby-cum-Risby.  Under  the  Towns  Im¬ 
provement  Clauses  Act,  1847,  which  is  incorporated  in  Section 
169  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Bye-laws  are  required  to 
be  made  by  Urban  Authorities  for  the  licensing,  registering, 
and  inspection  of  slaughter-houses,  and  knackers’  yards  and 
preventing  cruelty  therein,  and  for  keeping  the  same  in  a 
cleanly  and  proper  state,  and  for  removing  filth  at  least 
every  twenty-four  hours,  and  requiring  them  to  be  provided 
with  a  sufficient  supply  of  water. 

In  the  Rural  Districts  Bye-laws  are  adoptive,  and,  as  noted 
above,  are  only  in  force  in  the  Rural  Districts  of  Gains¬ 
borough,  Horncastle,  Isle  of  Axholme,  and  Spilsby. 

The  safeguarding  of  the  food  supply  is  a  matter  of  very 
great  importance  to  the  community,  and,  therefore,  Bye- 
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laws  for  the  registering  and  regulation  of  all  slaughter-houses 
in  the  county  should  be  obtained  and  put  in  force  as  soon  as 
possible 

Details  of  the  inspections  made  in  each  district  are  given 
in  Section  X.  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Return  incorporated 
in  this  Report. 


UNSOUND  FOOD. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  the  inspection  of  meat  and 
other  foods  in  the  Urban  Districts  of  Cleethorpes,  Gains¬ 
borough,  Mablethorpe,  Scunthorpe,  and  Winterton. 

In  Gainsborough  the  Sanitary  Inspector  attends  the  Cattle 
Market  regularly,  and  follows  up  cases  where  unsatisfactory 
animals  are  sold.  Neighbouring  Local  Authorities  are  noti¬ 
fied  when  animals  are  sold  to  go  out  of  the  district.  This 
is  a  very  useful  practice  and  might  with  great  advantage  be 
adopted  in  every  district. 

The  inspection  does  not  appear  to  be  wholly  satisfactory  in 
the  Urban  Districts  of  Alford,  Barton-on-Humber,  Broughton, 
Crowle,  Horncastle,  Louth,  Market  Rasen,  Skegness,  Winter- 
ton,  and  Woodhall  Spa. 

In  many  of  the  Rural  Districts  the  sanitary  inspectors 
do  what  they  can  to  inspect  meat,  but  it  is  impossible  with 
private  slaughter-houses  for  them  to  be  present  at  all  times 
of  slaughtering.  Very  few  of  the  inspectors  are  qualified 
meat  inspectors. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  of  great  value  to  the' 
County  if  a  course  of  ten  lectures  on  meat  inspection  were 
given  in  Lincoln  to  sanitary  inspectors.  This  course  of 
instruction  could  be  arranged  for  by  the  Education  Com¬ 
mittee  It  would  probably  be  necessary  for  railway  fares 
to  be  paid  to  ensure  the  regular  attendance  of  the  inspectors.

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 


By  Section  80  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1875,  Local 
Authorities  are  required  to  make  bye-laws  for  the  regulation 
of  Common  Lodging-houses. 

No  such  bye-laws  are  in  force  in  the  Urban  Districts  of 
Barton-on-Humber  and  Market  Rasen,  nor  in  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Grimsby  and  Horncastle. 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging-houses  in  the  Urban 
Districts  of  Broughton,  Brumby  and  Frodingham,  Cleethorpes, 
Roxby-cum-Risby,  nor  in  the  Rural  Districts  of  Gainsborough, 
Louth,  Sibsey  and  Welton. 

From  the  reports  proper  supervision  appears  to  be  exercised 
over  most  of  the  Common  Lodging-houses. 

No  note,  however,  is  made  in  regard  to  them  by  the 
Medical  Officers  of  the  Urban  Districts  of  Barton-on-Humber, 
Gainsborough,  Horncastle,  and  Market  Rasen,  and  the  Rural 
Districts  of  Grimsby  and  Welton. 

One  of  the  Common  Lodging-houses  at  Brigg  is  in  a 
building  which  is  altogether  unsuitable  for  the  purpose, 
and  one  of  those  in  the  Caistor  Rural  District  is  in  need  of 
repair. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES 


Offensive  trades  are  carried  on  in  all  the  Urban  Districts 
with  the  exception  of  Brumby  and  Frodingham,  Crowle, 
Mablethorpe,  Roxby-cum-Risby,  W interton,  and  Wood  hall, 
and  in  the  Rural  Districts,  except  Caistor,  Isle  of  Axholme 
and  Sibsey.  These  trades  should  be  regulated  bv  bye-laws, 
but  according  to  a  return  of  Sanitary  Bye-laws  in  force  in 
the  Districts  obtained  in  1912  the  only  Districts  where  these 
trades  are  regulated  are  the  Urban  Districts  of  Gainsborough, 
Mablethorpe,  and  Skegness,  and  the  Rural  District  of  Gains¬ 
borough. 

Particulars  with  regard  to  the  number  of  these  trades  in 
each  District,  the  number  of  inspections  carried  out,  and  the 
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number  of  defects  found  and  remedied  are  g’iven  under 
Section  xiv.  in  the  Table  of  Sanitary  Inspectors  Returns. 

From  the  District  reports  it  appears  that  the  factories, 
workshops,  etc.,  in  the  county  are  generally  inspected  and 
defects  rectified  when  necessary. 

In  the  Urban  District  of  Market  Rasen,  however,  the  work 
does  not  seem  to  be  efficiently  carried  out,  for  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  writes  that  no  steps  have  yet  been  taken 
with  regard  to  premises  which  come  under  the  Factory  Act  ; 
there  is  no  record  of  inspections. 

A  register  is  now  kept  in  the  Glanford  Brigg  Rusal 
District. 

In  the  following  Table  compiled  from  the  returns  of  the 
District  Medical  Officers  of  Health  the  details  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Sanitary  Authority  under  the  Factory  and 
W  orkshop  Act  will  be  found. 


SCHOOLS. 


The  sanitary  condition  of  the  Schools  of  the  County  is 
referred  to  at  length  in  my  report  as  School  Medical  Officer. 

The  subject  is  mentioned  by  the  District  Medical  Officers 
in  twenty-one  out  of  the  twenty-seven  reports. 

Dr.  Best  reports  that  the  sanitary  conveniences  at  the 
Holy  Trinity  and  Church  of  England  School  at  Louth  are 
unsuitable  in  structure.  He  understands  that  water  closets 
are  to  be  substituted  for  them  on  the  completion  of  the  new 
sewage  scheme. 

Dr.  F  raser  draws  attention  to  the  privy  vaults  at  Bishops 
Horton  and  at  the  Caistor  National  School.  He  advises  that 
water  closets  should  be  substituted  in  the  case  of  the  latter 
School.  It  is  also  stated  that  the  sanitary  arrangements  at 
Cabourne  and  Swallow  are  bad  and  offensive  and  quite  unfit 
to  be  used  or  seen  by  young  children. 
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M  ID' WIVES  ACT. 


'  Miss  Pybus’s  Report  is  as  follows 

During  1913  the  number  of  midwives  who  notified  their 
intention  to  practice  was  41,  of  these  23  were  trained,  and 
18  bona-fide. 

The  visits  of  inspection  numbered  77,  and  four  visits  were 
also  made  for  instruction. 

The  number  of  births  reported  was  567. 

Medical  aid  was  obtained  for  mothers  in  30  instances, 
and  four  times  for  infants. 

For  mothers  medical  help  was  obtained  for — 


Prolonged  labour  .  15 

Antepartum  haemorrhage  .  4 

Abortion  .  1 

Other  causes  .  10 


In  the  cases  of  infants  the  doctor  was  called  in  for 
prematurity  and  feebleness. 

There  were  notifications  of  the  deaths  of  three  infants, 
one  due  to  convulsions,  one  to  prematurity,  one  to  feebleness. 

The  bona-fide  midwives  have  much  improved  in  the  matter 
of  keeping  their  registers. 

Four  are  unable  to  write,  and  four  are  almost  illiterate, 
but  all  are  keeping  the  rules  of  the  C.M.B.  much  better, 
and  have  fuller  records  of  their  cases. 

Their  appliances  are  kept  in  a  much  better  condition, 
and  at  every  inspection  they  are  questioned  as  to  their 
methods  in  the  endeavour  to  emphasize  the  need  for  strictly 
aseptic  precautions. 

Early  in  the  year  Memoranda  on  Infant  Care,  etc., 
were  sent  to  every  practising  midwife  for  her  own 
use  and  for  distribution  to  her  patients.  These  gave 
instruction  for  women  during  pregnancy,  guidance  to 
the  midwives  during  the  lying-in  period,  and  practical 
majority  of  midwives  expressed  their  thanks  in  writing,  or 
verbally  to  the  Inspector  on  her  rounds.  It  is  hoped  that  the 
instructions  will  result  in  still  better  nursing  of  mothers 
and  their  babies,  and  that  the  old  customs  and  superstitions 
will  disappear. 
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SALE  OP  POOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 


The  County  Council  administer,  through  the  police,  the 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drug’s  Act  throughout  all  the  districts  of 
the  administrative  county,  with  the  exception  of  the  Borough 
of  Louth,  which  is  a  separate  authority. 

The  number  of  samples  submitted  for  analysis  in  1913 
totalled  340,  as  follows  : — 122  samples  of  milk,  43  of  butter, 
16  of  lard,  78  of  spirits  and  beer,  12  of  bread,  3  of  flour* 
7  of  pepper,  1  of  mustard,  16  of  tea,  1  of  coffee,  2  of 
sugar,  4  of  confectionery,  and  35  of  other  articles. 

Twenty-eight  samples  were  found  to  be  adulterated  as 
follows  :  — 

Twenty  samples  of  milk  were  below  the  authorised 
standard,  and  two  samples  of  butter  contained  0.07  per 
cent.,  and  0.41  per  cent,  crystallised  boric  acid  respectively. 

One  sample  of  gin,  one  of  whisky,  and  one  of  brandy 
were  below  legal  strength. 

One  sample  of  lemon  curd  was  found  to  contain  0.05  per 
cent,  crystallised  boric  acid. 

Two  samples  of  rice  were  found  to  contain  0.80  per  cent, 
and  0.4  per  cent,  extraneous  mineral  matter  respectively. 

In  all  except  five  cases,  as  shown  in  the  Table,  legal 
proceedings  were  taken. 

Nineteen  samples  were  examined  by  the  Public  Analyst 
for  the  Borough  of  Louth  during  the  year. 

The  adulterated  articles  were  as  follows  :  — 

Two  samples  camphorated  oil  were  found  to  be  8.4  per 
cent,  and  7.4  per  cent,  respectively  deficient  in  camphor. 

One  sample  of  butter  contained  39.55  grains  of  boric 
acid  per  pound,  and  one  sample  of  milk  was  17.0  per  cent, 
deficient  in  fat. 

The  genuine  samples  were  milk,  butter,  camphorated  oil 
and  cream.

Factories  include  (1)  all  places  in  which  mechanical 
power  is  used  in  aid  of  the  manufacturing  processes,  and  (2) 
all  places  whether  mechanical  power  is  used  or  not  in  which 
the  industries  specified  in  Part  I.  of  Schedule  VI.  of  the  Act 
are  carried  on  (that  is  print  works,  bleaching  and  dyeing 
works,  earthenware  works,  lucifer  match  works,  percussion 
cap  works,  cartridge  works,  paper  staining  works,  fustian 
cutting  works,  blast  furnaces,  copper  mills,  iron  mills, 
foundries,  metal  and  india-rubber  works,  paper  mills,  glass 
works,  tobacco  factories,  letterpress  printing  works,  book¬ 
binding  works,  fiax  scutch  mills,  electrical  stations). 

The  District  Councils  are  charged  with  the  duty  of 
seeing  that  every  factory  in  their  districts  is  provided  with 
means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire.  In  districts  where  Part  III. 
of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment  Act),  1800,  is  adopted 
it  is  their  duty  to  require  the  provision  of  sufficient  and 
suitable  sanitary  conveniences. 

Workshops  include  (1)  the  places  specified  in  Part  II.  of 
Schedule  6  (that  is  hat  works,  rope  works,  bakehouses,  lace 
warehouses,  shipbuilding  yards,  quarries,  pit  banks  of 
metalliferous  mines,  dry  cleaning  works,  carpet  beating  works, 
and  bottle  washing  works)  unless  mechanical  power  is  used, 
(2)  any  other  premises  not  beng  factories  in  which  manual 
labour  is  exercised  by  way  of  trade  or  for  purposes  of  gain  or 
incidental  to  the  making,  altering,  repairing,  ornamenting, 
finishing  or  adapting  for  sale  of  any  article,  and  to  or  over 
which  the  employer  of  the  persons  working  there  has  the 
right  of  access  or  control. 

Workplaces  are  places  where  work  is  done  permanently 
and  where  people  assemble  together  to  do  work  permanently 
of  some  kind  or  other. 

The  District  Councils  are  responsible  for  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  workshops  and  workplaces  in  their  districts. 

They  must  keep  a  record  of  all  workshops  situated  within 
their  districts. 

Under  the  Factory  Act  special  attention  must  be  paid  to 
cleanliness,  air  space,  ventilation  and  drainage  of  floors. 

A  Workshop  is  deemed  to  be  overcrowded  unless  in  each 
room  at  least  250  cubic  feet  of  air  space  (or  during  overtime 
400)  are  allowed  for  each  person  employed  in  the  room  and 
the  Act  requires  a  notice  to  be  affixed  in  the  workshop 
specifying  the  number  of  persons  who  may  be  employed  in 
each  room. 
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Lists  of  outworkers  must  be  sent  twice  a  year  to  the 
Local  Authority  by  the  occupiers  of  factories  and  workshops 
in  whose  business  work  is  given  out  and  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Authority  to  provide  for  the  inspection  of  the  places  where 
such  home  work  is  done  so  as  to  ensure  that  the  dwellings  are 
not  injurious  or  dangerous  to  the  workers  themselves,  e.g., 
through  overcrowding,  lack  of  ventilation  or  other  insanitary 
conditions  and  that  no  inmate  of  the  house  is  suffering  from 
any  notifiable  infectious  disease.

Housing  Accommodation — Thirty  premises  found  to  need 
attention  last  year  were  re-inspected  under  the  Housing  Acts. 

The  accommodation  is  generally  satisfactory  and  sufficient, 
although  a  few  premises  are  in  bad  repair. 

Supervision  of  construction  of  new  houses  exercis  ed  by  a 
Sub -Committee  of  the  Council. 

Water  Supply — The  houses  are  mostly  supplied  with  water 
from  private  surface  wells.  There  are  four  public  artesian 
wells  and  the  East  Lincolnshire  Water  Company  also  supplies 
8.29  per  cent,  of  the  houses. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply — There  are  12  cow¬ 
sheds  on  the  register  which  are  systematically  visited  every 
month.  These  periodical  visits  are  necessary  to  ensure  com¬ 
pliance  with  Regulations  as  to  lime  washing  and  cleansing. 

The  Bakehouses  and  Slaughter-houses  were  inspected  and 
found  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Unsound  Food — No  unsound  food  was  found  exposed  for 
sale  during  the  year. 

Pollution  of  Rivers — The  Wold  Grift  Drain,  which  runs 
through  the  district,  receives  the  effluent  and  also  the  over¬ 
flow  from  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works.  This  is  the  only 
source  of  pollution  except  in  one  or  two  cases  where  a  pig’ 
sty  or  cowshed  abuts  on  the  stream. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — The  District  is  well 
sewered  and  has  a  purification  plant. 

Dr.  Sandall  again  calls  attention  to  the  inadequacy  of  the 
capacity  of  the  settling  tanks.  Three  bacteria  beds  are  in 
such  a  state  as  to  require  immediate  attention.  The  clinkers 
are  foul  and  require  renewing. 


It  would  be  a  great  advantage  if  the  sludge  lagoon  could 
be  increased  or  a  second  lagoon  formed. 

The  Medical  Officer  of  Health  states  that  owing  to  the 
excessive  amount  of  sewage  to  be  dealt  with  there  is  a  con¬ 
stant  overflow  from  the  receiving  tank  and  he  recommends 
that  the  matter  receive  consideration  as  it  results  in  the 
pollution  of  the  Wold  Grift  Drain. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — Only  GO  houses  are 
supplied  with  water  closets,  whilst  240  have  pan  closets,  and 
280  still  have  privy  closets  which  are  most  unsatisfactory. 

House  refuse  is  removed  by  contract. 

Common  Lodgdng-houses — There  are  none. 

Offensive  Trades — No  serious  complaint  has  been  made 
during  the  year  in  respect  of  the  two  premises  carrying  on 
offensive  trades . 

Isolation  Hospital  Accommodation — There  is  none  avail¬ 
able  “  as  no  scheme  for  a  joint  hospital  with  the  adjoining 
Rural  District  has  been  devised.  Efficient  isolation  of  infec¬ 
tious  cases  is  impossible  in  a  four-roomed  cottage,  and  the 
want  of  a  hospital  undoubtedly  tends  to  the  spread  of  in¬ 
fectious  diseases.”

Housing  Accommodation — 1,976  inspections  were  made  to 
123  houses  during  the  year,  107  were  defective.  Of  these  89 
were  repaired  and  others  are  in  process  of  repair.  Six  were 
found  to  be  overcrowded.  Four  houses  were  closed.  There 
are  40  back  to  back  houses  and  a  large  number  of  slum 
dwellings . 

During  the  year  a  scheme  for  the  erection  of  11  houses 
was  considered,  but  no  action  was  taken. 

Water  Supply — The  whole  of  the  eastern  portion  of  the 
town  is  supplied  with  water  from  St.  Helen's  Well,  Wrawby, 
with  the  exception  of  25  houses  situated  in  Glebe  Road. 
Redcombe  Road,  Grammar  School  Road,  and  Westmoor  Road 
which  obtain  their  supply  from  shallow  wells.  The  supply 
from  St.  Helen’s  Well  is  of  good  quality. 
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The  houses  on  the  north  side  of  Bridge  Street  in  the  western, 
portion  of  the  town,  derive  their  water  from  a  spring  in 
Gastlethorpe.  It  also  supplies  two  public  pumps,  one  in 
Kiln  Lane  and  the  other  in  Foundry  Street.  Thirty  tenants 
south  of  Bridge  Street  carry  water  from  Mr.  Bramley’s  well 
by  private  agreement.  Two  houses  south  of  Bridge  Street 
have  private  wells. 

A  newT  bore  has  been  sunk  to  supply  10  houses  in  Mill 
Lane. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply — There  are  3  regis¬ 
tered  cowsheds  in  the  district.  62  inspections  were  made. 

No  arrangements  for  veterinary  inspection  of  cattle. 

Slaughter-houses — Five  privately  owned  are  registered. 
131  inspections  were  made. 

Bakehouses — Five  are  registered.  99  inspections  were 
made.  They  were  found  to  be  in  good  order. 

Unsound  Food — Fifteen  samples  of  tinned  food  were 
surrendered  as  being  unsound. 

Pollution  of  Rivers — No  necessity  for  action  under  this 
Act  has  arisen. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — With  the  exception  of  4 
houses  in  Mill  Lane  the  Avhole  town  is  drained  by  a  system 
of  sewers  which  converge  towards  the  receiving  w7ell  of  the 
Sewage  Disposal  Works. 

The  additional  tanks  w-ere  completed  last  year  and  are 
now  wmrking. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — Removal  of  house- 
refuse  is  done  by  scavengers  once  a  w’eek. 

The  pan  closet  system  is  in  vogue,  although  a  fair  number 
of  w-ater  closets  exist.  During  the  year  1  pail  closet  was 
substituted  for  a  privy  vault.  There  are  still  2  privy  vaults 
in  the  towm. 

Common  Lodging-houses — There  are  2  registered.  The 
one  situated  at  the  end  of  School  Court  consists  of  3  cottages 
and  is  altogether  unsuitable  for  the  purpose.  Forty-one 
inspections  w-ere  made  during  the  year.

Housing  Accommodation — There  is  a  fair  proportion  of 
old-fashioned  cottages  which  from  a  health  point  of  view' 
offer  serious  defects  both  in  structure  and  design. 


Sixty -three  new  houses  have  been  built  within  the  last 
6  years. 

Forty-seven  houses  were  inspected  under  the  Housing1 
Act  during*  the  year.  Eighteen  were  found  defective  and 
1G  of  these  were  repaired  by  the  end  of  the  year.  Two 
houses  were  closed  as  being  unfit  for  habitation. 

Water  Supply — The  supply  is  obtained  from  wells  of 
which  there  are  86.  Owing  to  the  present  method  of  excre¬ 
ment  disposal  these  wells,  the  majority  of  which  are  sunk  in 
gardens,  are  liable  to  contamination  as  the  contents  of  the 
pail  closets  are  buried  in  the  soil  within  a  distance  of  a  few 
feet.  No  further  steps  have  been  taken  to  provide  a  public 
supply. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply— One  milk  seller 
and  5  cowkeepers  are  registered.  Each  cowshed  is  inspected 
monthly  and  found  to  be  kept  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 

Dr.  Mitchell  advises  the  issue  of  Regulations  under  the 
Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order  of  1885. 

Sanitary  condition  of  premises  where  foods  are  prepared:

is  not  used,  are  registered.  Twenty-three  inspections 

Avere  made  during  the  vear. 

Bakehouses — There  are  none. 

Unsound  Food — None  was  found  exposed  for  sale.

Se Average  and  Sewage  Disposal — No  system  of  sewers 
exists.  108  houses  drain  into  cesspools.  The  Council  should 
see  that  these  cesspools  are  made  impervious.  The  liquid 
refuse  from  other  houses  is,  as  a  rule,  thrown  on  the  garden. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — Nine  houses  have 
w.c.’s.  The  vast  majority  of  houses  possess  pail  closets  Avhich 
are  emptied  on  the  garden. 

During  the  year  34  pail  closets  Avere  substituted  for  privy 
vaults.  There  are  still  18  of  the  latter  in  use,  for  the  remo\raI 
of  which  orders  have  been  issued  by  the  Council.

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Pollution  of  Rivers — The  sewage  of  the  whole  district 
enters  the  estuary  of  the  Humber  without  treatment.  When 
the  new  sewerage  scheme  is  completed  the  whole  of  the, 
sewage  will  be  discharged  at  certain  stages  of  the  tide 
at  the  extreme  southern  boundary  and  close  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Humber,  the  present  outfall  being  taken  1,000  feet 
further  out  to  sea. 

Carr’s  Drain  has  of  late  got  silted  up  and  is  practically 
a  pool  of  stagnant  water.  During  the  summer  months  it 
was  very  offensive.  The  Urban  District  Council  took  it 
upon  themselves  to  clean  it  out  after  some  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  trying  to  find  out  who  was  responsible  for 
so  doing. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — The  old  system  of  drain¬ 
age  is  still  in  operation  and  is  likely  to  be  for  another  two 
years.  The  new  scheme  provides  for  a  population  of  80,000 
people. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — Scavenging  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council’s  employees  under  the  direction  of  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  and  is  tipped  at  the  depot  in 
Humberstone  Road.  The  Local  Government  Board  have 
sanctioned  an  expenditure  of  £7,500  for  the  provision  of  a 
refuse  destructor. 

There  are  only  33  privies  in  the  district. 

The  water  carriage  system  is  practically  now  in  vogue. 

Two  box  privies  have  been  converted  into  w.c.’s  and  nine 
brick  ashpits  abolished.

One  contravention  of  the  bye-law- s  found  and  remedied.

A  privy  cess¬ 
pit  is  also  a  possible  source  of  danger  to  the  springs. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply — There  are  24  cow¬ 
sheds  and  2  dairies  on  the  register,  and  190  milch  cows  in  the 
district.  Four  cows  certified  to  have  tuberculous  udders  were 
condemned. 

The  bye-laws  as  to  air  space  are  not  strictly  adhered  to. 

Slaughter-houses — There  are  17  on  the  register. 

Bakehouses — The  condition  of  the  15  Bakehouses  has  been 
satisfactory. 

Unsound  Food — None  was  detected. 

Pollution  of  Rivers — The  River  Lud,  the  stream  along

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — The  water  carriage 
and  conservancy  systems  are  in  vogue.  About  10  per  cent,  of 
houses  possess  w.c.’s. 

Public  scavengers  remove  the  contents  of  the  dry  closets 
fortnightly  and  put  them  on  the  land  outside  the  town. 
House  refuse  is  removed  to  a  disused  pit. 

There  are  still  6  privy  vaults  in  the  district.  Two  w.c.’s 
were  substituted  for  dry  receptacles  during  the  year. 

Common  Lodging-houses — There  are  2,  both  registered. 
They  are  well  conducted.

The  water  from  the  Bully  Hill  springs  is  good,  although 
a  trace  of  ammonia  has  been  found  in  it.  The  pressure  of 
water  in  Lin  wood  Road,  Walesby  Road,  and  Wold  View  is 
not  sufficient  to  give  a  constant  supply.  Service  reservoirs 
are  required,  and  a  water  softening  plant. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply — There  are  14  cow¬ 
sheds  regularly  inspected.  The  old  Register  of  Dairies  needs 
to  be  kept  up-to-date.  A  considerable  quantity  of  milk  comes 
from  outside  the  .district.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — The  fall  between  the  town 
and  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  is  not  sufficient,  the  result 
being  that  sedimentation  is  permitted  in  the  sewers  and  roul 
gases  are  given  off  through  the  manholes.  Ventilation  of 
the  drains  and  more  frequent  flushing  might  do  away  with  this 
evil.  The  plot  of  ground  for  sewage  disposal,  nearest  the 
sewage  outfall,  is  always  receiving  a  certain  amount  of 
sewage  owing  to  the  construction  of  the  channels.  This 
should  be  altered. 


Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — Scavenging,  which  is 
clone  by  contract,  is  carried  out  fairly  satisfactorily. 

Dr.  Torrens  writes: — “  I  should  like  to  see  a  covered  cart 
for  the  removal  of  refuse  and  would  like  a  movable' receptacle 
for  dry  refuse  for  every  house. 

Water  closets  gradually  replace  less  desirable  forms  of 
closet.  There  are  still  150  privy  vaults. 

Common  Lodging-houses — There  is  only  one.  It  is  well 
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kept. 

Offensive  Trades — There  are  two  Fellmongers.  The  pre¬ 
mises  in  one  case  are  quite  unsuitable.  There  are  no  bye¬ 
laws  to  govern  these  trades.  Bye-laws  are  a  necessity  for 
proper  and  just  administration. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act — No  steps  have  yet  been 
taken  for  the  administration  of  the  Act.  The  duty  of  keeping 
a  record  of  inspections  is  imposed  by  the  Act.

Housing  Accommodation— Dr.  Behrendt  writes  that  “there 
are  no  empty  houses,  and  the  complaints  one  gets  are  that  no 
houses  are  to  be  had.” 

“  I  would  suggest  that  the  Council  should  take  steps  to 
provide  housing  for  the  working  classes,  to  meet  this 
shortage.” 

Six  cases  of  overcrowding  were  dealt  with,  live  of  which 
were  abated. 

Two  hundred  and  thirteen  houses  were  inspected  under 
the  Housing  Acts.  One  house  was  found  unfit  for  human 
habitation,  and  a  closing  order  was  made. 


The  adoption  of  a  Town  Planning1  Scheme  is  recommended. 

Water  Supply — “  At  Gunness  rain  water  is  stored  for 
domestic  use  in  underground  cisterns.  Surface  wells  also 
are  a  source  of  supply.5' 

Santon  Terrace  obtains  its  supply  from  the  Waterworks  of 
the  Brumby  and  Frodingham  Urban  District.  Scunthorpe 
obtains  its  supply  partly  from  surface  wells  and  partly  from 
the  Scunthorpe  Waterworks.  The  number  of  houses  supplied 
by  the  latter  is  1,505,  being  67  per  cent,  of  the  whole. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply— There  are  no  dairies 
or  cowsheds  in  the  district.  The  milk  supply  is  obtained 
from  places  outside  the  district. 

Veterinary  inspection  of  cattle  is  advocated. 

The  10  bakehouses  and  four  slaughter-houses  have  been 
regularly  i nsp e cted . 

Unsound  Food — Several  articles  were  given  up  when  it 
was  pointed  out  that  they  were  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Dr.  Behrendt  points  out  that  the  community  have  no 
assurance  that  unwholesome  meat  prepared  just  outside  the 
district,  without  any  supervision  at  all,  will  not  be  consumed 
within  it. 

Pollution  of  Rivers — -The  pollution  of  the  Santon  Beck 
will  be  remedied  when  the  outfall  works  for  Scunthorpe  and 
Crosby  are  completed.  “  There  will  still,  however,  remain 
the  sewage  pollution  at  Santon  Terrace." 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — All  premises  are  drained, 
and  a  new  sewerage  system  will  soon  be  in  operation.  At 
Gunness  the  majority  of  drains  empty  into  cesspools.  The 
overflow  from  the  two  tanks  into  which  the  sewer  at  the  back 
of  Santon  Terrace  enters,  finds  its  way  into  Santon  Beck. 
“  Some  method  of  purifying  this  overflow  is  needed." 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — The  houses  in  the 
outlying  parts  of  the  district  are  provided  with  box  closets 
and  the  emptying  is  done  by  contract. 

In  the  town  both  water  carriage  and  conservancy  systems 
are  in  use.  There  are  540  water  closets,  1,844  box  closets. 
During  the  year  12  box  closets  were  replaced  by  water  closets. 

The  scavenging  is  carried  out  weekly  by  the  Council. 

Dr.  Behrendt  states  that  the  ultimate  disposal  of  niglitsoil 
and  refuse  is  becoming  a  matter  for  serious  consideration. 

Farmers,  though  willing  enough  to  receive  the  niglitsoil, 
object  to  have  their  land  littered  with  rubbish.  A  scheme  is 
on  foot  which  if  carried  out  will  obviate  this  difficultv. 
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Common  Lodging-houses— There  is  one,  which  is  frequently 
inspected. 

Offensive  Trades— There  are  none. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act — There  are  17  factories,  00 
workshops,  and  one  workplace. 

The  closet  accommodation  of  one  of  the  premises  was 
found  to  he  insufficient  and  provision  was  made  to  meet 
requirements.

Housing  Accommodation— Dr.  Wallace  recommends  the 
District  Council  to  prepare  a  Town  Planning  Scheme. 

Water  Supply — The  town  possesses  a  pure  and  adequate 
public  water  supply  obtained  from  Welton.  1,819  lineal 
yards  of  new  mains  were  laid  during  the  year. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply — There  are  12  cow 
sheds,  11  dairies,  and  four  milkshops  registered  in  the  district. 

Facilities  for  the  examination  at  the  County  Laboratory 
of  samples  of  milk  for  tubercle  bacilli  should  have  eariy 

consideration. 

Slaughter-houses — The  question  of  the  provision  of  Public 
Abattoirs  has  been  considered  and,  unfortunately,  been  allowed 
to  drop.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Medical  Officer  that  the 
matter  is  ripe  for  discussion  and  should  he  reconsidered. 

There  are  4  licensed  Slaughter-houses  in  the  district. 
Meat  is  sold  in  the  town  which  is  sent  in  from  Slaughter¬ 
houses  just  outside  the  district,  and  where  the  supervision 
is  not  adequafe. 
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There  are  7  Bakehouses,  which  are  frequently  inspected. 
Four  of  these  come  under  the  Factory  Act. 

Unsound  Food — Seven  articles  were  surrendered. 

Pollution  of  Rivers— No  reference. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — -The  Sewage  Works  on 
the  North  Shore  Estate  have  been  completed.  Two  50  gallon 
Shone’s  Ejectors  have  been  installed  which  lift  the  sewage 
into  the  Roman  Bank  Sewer. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — Scavenging  is  carried 
out  weekly  by  the  District  Council. 

Dr.  Wallace  strongly  advocates  that  during  the  summer 
months  the  house  refuse  be  removed  twice  weekly. 

There  is  a  destructor  for  the  town. 

Common  Lodging-houses— Two  premises  were  used  as 
Common  Lodging-houses  during  the  year.  They  are  now  no 
longer  used  as  such. 

Offensive  Trades — There  are  none.

Housing  Accommodation — Thirty-two  houses  were  in¬ 
spected  under  the  Housing  Act.  Two  new  cottages  for  the 
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working  classes,  and  three  new  houses  were  erected  during 
the  year.  The  Inspector  of  Nuisances  supervises  the  construc¬ 
tion  of  new  buildings. 

Water  Supply— The  district  possesses  a  constant  public 
supply. 

The  extension  of  the  Company’s  main  to  the  Witliam  end 
of  the  district  has  supplied  a  much  felt.  want.  Consideration 
is  being  given  to  a  further  extension  of  the  main  to  the  end 
of  Mill  Lane  and  to  Kirkstead  Station. 

Four  polluted  wells  were  closed. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply — There  are  two  cow- 
keepers  in  the  district.  The  cowsheds  were  found  on  inspec¬ 
tion  to  be  fairly  well  kept.  There  are  five  milksellers  who 
procure  their  supply  from  outside  the  district. 

Dr.  Boulton  draws  attention  to  the  great  aversion  shown 
by  cowkeepers  to  provide  sufficient  fresh  air  and  sunlight. 

Bakehouses— There  are  3,  which  were  inspected  quarterly 
and  were  always  found  in  a  clean  and  sanitary  condition. 

Slaughter-houses — The  only  slaughter-house  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  has  been  inspected  12  times  and  found  in  as  (dean  a 
condition  as  it  can  be. 

Unsound  Food— None  seized. 

Pollution  of  Rivers — No  complaints  have  been  made. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — Two  schemes  have  been 
approved  by  the  Council  for  the  extension  of  the  sewers  on 
the  Horncastle  and  Stix would  Roads. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — In  No.  1  District 
house  refuse  is  removed  weekly  by  a  scavenger,  taken  to  the 
sewage  farm  and  burnt.  It  is  removed  twice  weekly  from 
hotels  and  business  premises.  In  No.  2  District  this  work  is 
left  in  the  hands  of  the  householders,  and  is,  as  may  be 
imagined,  onty  crudely  and  perfunctorily  carried  out. 

Dr.  Boulton  recommends  that  galvanized  iron  receptacles 
should  be  insisted  upon  for  this  part  of  the  district. 

Water  closets  are  practically  entirely  used  in  No.  1 
District  and  ash  closets  in  the  rural  area. 

Common  Lodging-houses — There  are  none.

Housing  Accommodation — Plans  for  175  houses  were 
passed  during  the  year.  One  hundred  and  sixteen  of  these 
were  for  Ashby  and  Crosby. 

Five  hundred  and  seventy-four  houses  were  inspected 
under  the  Housing  Acts,  and  271  or  47.2  per  cent,  were 
found  defective. 

One  house  was  closed  by  order  at  Winteringham  and 
another  in  Bottesford  voluntarily  by  the  owner.  There  were 
seven  cases  of  overcrowding  in  the  district. 

In  two  years  767  houses  have  been  inspected.  At  this  rate 
it  will  take  about  11  years  to  do  one  round  of  inspection  of 
all  houses  in  the  district. 

Water  Supply— Attention  was  drawn  in  a  special  report 
on  an  outbreak  of  enteric  fever  to  the  large  proportion  of 
houses  in  Crosby  which  obtained  their  water  supply  from 
shallow  wells.  These  wells  being  only  14  to  25  feet  in  depth 
were  very  liable  to  pollution.  Samples  of  water  were  taken 
from  wells  situated  widely  apart  and  were  found  when 
analysed  to  be  grossly  polluted  with  animal  matter.  Since 
the  epidemic  of  enteric  fever  several  houses  have  been 
connected  with  the  public  mains  from  the  Scunthorpe  Water¬ 
works. 

Dr.  Mitchell  points  out  the  necessity  of  a  chemical  or 
bacteriological  analysis  of  well  water  before  granting  a 
water  certificate  in  respect  of  new  buildings. 
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Schemes  to  supply  the  inhabitants  of  Ulceby,  Gunness, 
Burringham,  and  East  Butterwick  with  water  are  much 
required. 

Wells  at  Goxhill  found  polluted  were  closed,  and  two 
private  bores  have  been  sunk  in  the  village. 

At  Wootton  the  water  supply  has  been  improved  by  the 
sinking*  of  a  bore  in  the  centre  of  the  village. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply— There  are  148 
registered  cow-keepers  in  the  district  to  which  126  visits 
were  made. 

'‘It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  Regulations  do  not  apply 
to  butter  makers.” 

Slaughter-houses — The  44  slaughter-houses  in  the  district 
are  not  registered,  but  are  inspected  about  thrice  a  year., 

Power  for  registering  slaughter-houses  and  making  bye¬ 
laws  for  their  regulation  should  be  obtained  by  the  Council. 

Bakehouses — There  are  13  bakehouses,  none  of  which 
are  underground.  They  are  inspected  twice  a  year,  and  kept 
in  a  satisfactory  sanitary  condition. 

Unsound  Food— No  articles  seized. 

Pollution  of  Rivers — No  reference. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — Each  village  has  its  own 
system  of  drainage  and  sewerage. 

Ashby  and  Crosby  are  the  only  parishes  which  possess 
disposal  works.  The  other  parishes  drain  their  sewage  into 
open  ditches  or  cesspools. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — One  hundred  and 
ninety-six  pail  closets  were  substituted  for  privy  vaults.  All 
new*  houses  in  Crosby  are  fitted  with  water  closets. 

The  pan  closet  system  is  the  one  in  vogue  throughout 
the  district.  There  are,  how-ever,  still  a  number  of  privy 
vaults. 

Dr.  Mitchell  dwells  on  the  importance  of  weekly  scavenging- 
in  the  villages  as  a  means  of  prevention  of  summer  diarrhoea. 

Public  Scavenging  is  carried  out  in  the  following  parishes : 
Ashby,  Barnetby,  New  Holland,  Barrow,  Burringham,  South 
Killingholme,  Crosby,  Goxhill,  Kirton,  Messingham,  Ulceby, 
Burton-on-Stather.  The  cost  in  each  case  is  given  in  the 
report. 

Common  Lodging-houses — The  three  Common  Lodging- 
houses  in  the  district  are  regularly  inspected.

Housing  Accommodation — The  Local  Government  Board 
have  held  Public  Enquiries  and  have  agreed  to  the  erection 
of  six  houses  at  Nettleton,  eight  at  Caistor,  and  four  at 
Grasby.  Through  private  enterprise  there  have  been  erected 
three  at  Nettleton,  two  at  Holton,  and  one  at  North  Owersby. 

Plans  have  been  approved  for  two  houses  at  Roth  well, 
and  two  at  Keelbv,  and  two  are  likely  to  be  built  at  Riby. 

Houses  are  required  at  Keelbv,  Clixby,  Riby,  Roth  well, 
Somerby,  Swinhope,  Lin  wood,  and  Middle  Rasen. 

There  were  1,050  inspections  made  under  the  Housing 
Regulations.  Eight  closing  orders  were  made.  21  houses 
were  repaired  without  closure. 

Water  Supply — There  is  a  continuous  supply  for  the 
following  villages  : — Broeklesby,  Caistor,  Claxby,  Holton, 
Kirmond-le-Mire,  Limber,  Moortown,  Nettleton,  Owmby, 
Somerby,  and  Walesby. 

Certain  farms  and  houses  in  the  high  Wolds  still  depend 
upon  stored  rain  water  for  their  supply,  whilst  others  get 
their  water  from  surface  wells  not  always  free  from  the  risk 
of  pollution. 

Villages  at  the  base  of  the  Western  ’  slope  of  the  Wolds, 
beginning  at  Bigby  on  the  North  and  ending  at  North 
Willingham  on  the  South,  are  generally  amply  supplied 
with  water  with  the  exception  of  Grasby  and  Searby. 
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Orders  have  been  given  for  a  third  bore  to  be  made  at 
Waddingham. 

Tealby  is  to  get  its  supply  from  the  mains  of  the  Market 
Rasen  Water  Company. 

Dr.  Fraser  states  that  the  water  supply  at  the  villages 
of  Grasby,  Searby,  Middle  Rasen,  Cabourne,  North  Kelsey 
Road,  Swallow,  Normanby-le-Wold,  and  South  Kelsey  is 
defective. 

A  move  is  being  made  for  better  supplies  to  Grasby,. 
Searby,  Cabourne,  North  Kelsey  Road. 

The  Market  Rasen  Water  Company  are  considering  the 
question  of  enlarging  their  mains  which  will  ensure  a  more 
regular  supply  for  Tealby,  and  by  so  doing  would  place  the 
Company  in  a  position  to  deal  with  Middle  Rasen. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply— The  milk  supply 
is  generally  deficient  in  amount.  There  are  59  cowsheds  and 
45  inspections  were  made. 

The  eight  slaughter-houses  are  not  registered  but  are' 
well  kept.  There  are  no  bye-laws. 

The  six  bakehouses  were  inspected. 

Unsound  Food — No  unsound  meat  was  found. 

Pollution  of  Rivers — The  Caddie  Beck  and  New  Beck  are- 
polluted  with  sewage  from  Keelby. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — -Caistor,  North  Kelsey,, 
and  South  Kelsey  have  irrigation  areas.  The  Keelby  drainage 
enters  two  streams,  the  Caddie  Beck  and  the  New  Beck,, 
without  any  preliminary  treatment.  This  is  very  unsatis¬ 
factory  and  is  a  nuisance.  The  matter  is  under  consideration . 

Better  drainage  is  required  for  Limber. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — Caistor,  Keelby, 
Limber  and  North  Kelsey  are  provided  with  scavengers. 
In  Limber  the  work  is  not  done  satisfactorily. 

Common  Lodging-houses — There  are  two  registered.  They 
are  in  good  condition  and  well  managed. 

Offensive  Trades — There  are  none. 

Unsound  Food — None  was  seized.

Housing  Accommodation— Sixty-three  new  houses  have 
been  erected  under  the  supervision  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
as  follows  : — Twenty-five  at  Little  Coates,  nine  at  Imming- 
ham,  eleven  at  Scartho,  six  at  Great  Coates,  seven  at  Healing, 
two  at  Laceby,  one  at  Habrough,  one  at  Brigsley,  and  one 
at  Hatcliffe. 

One  hundred  and  three  inspections  were  made  under 
the  Housing  Act. 

Water  Supply — Parishes  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of 
Grimsby  are  supplied  from  the  Grimsby  Waterworks,  the 
supply  being  of  an  excellent  quality  and  constant.  In  the 
more  remote  villages  the  general  supply  is  by  means  of 
artesian  and  surface  wells,  and  is,  on  the  whole,  sufficient, 
wholesome  and  free  from  risks  of  pollution.  There  are 
some  isolated  houses  which  have  no  supply,  the  inhabitants 
having  to  go  some  distance  to  a  surface  well  for  it.  One 
well  was  closed,  the  water,  after  analysis,  being  found  to 
be  unfit  for  domestic  use.  A  bore  well  was  substituted. 
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Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply— The  milk  supply 
is  good  and  wholesome.  The  dairies  and  cowsheds  have  been 
inspected  several  times  and,  generally  speaking,  they  have 
been  found  clean  and  well  looked  after.  There  are  97  cow- 
keepers  on  the  register,  and  five  purveyors  of  milk,  with 
918  milch  cows  in  the  district. 

Sanitary  condition  of  premises  where  foods  are  prepared  : 

The  six  slaughter-houses  and  bakehouses  have  been 
systematically  inspected,  and  have  been  found  generally  to  be 
satisfactory. 

Unsound  Food — A  quantity  of  meat  has  been  seized 
during  the  year,  and  was  destroyed  by  Order  of  a  Justice 
of  the  Peace. 

Pollution  of  Fivers— None  has  been  found. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — “  With  the  exception 
of  Immingham,  parts  of  Little  Coates  and  Humberstone,  the 
cesspool  and  irrigation  methods  obtain.  At  Humberstone 
Avenue  a  scheme  of  sewerage  and  sewage  disposal  has  been 
completed. 

The  part  of  Little  Coates,  close  to  Grimsby,  is  a  water- 
carriage  district. 

The  main  system  of  sewerage  for  Immingham  has  now 
been  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  plans  will  be  sent  to  the 
Local  Government  Board. 

Disposal  of  Fef'use  and  Excrement — In  the  Parishes  of 
Little  Coates  and  Immingham  the  collection  and  disposal  of 
house  refuse  is  in  the  hands  of  the  Council.  In  the  remainder 
of  the  district  this  work  is  carried  out  by  owners  and] 
occupiers. 

The  pail  and  box  systems  obtain  in  the  district,  except  in 
the  places  mentioned  under  sewerage  above. 

Common  Lodging-houses — No  reference. 

Offensive  Trades — Four  inspections  were  made  during  the 
vear.

Housing  Accommodation — -Housing  schemes  were  prepared 
for  the  erection  of  4  cottages  at  East  Barkwith,  and  for  4  at 
each  of  the  following  villages,  namely: — Baumber,  Hemingby, 
Belchford  and  West  Ashby;  but  the  District  Council  decided 
that  they  would  not  levy  a  3d.  rate  for  East  Barkwith  and 
the  scheme  was  not  proceeded  with.  The  Hemingby  and 
Belchford  Parish  Councils  protested  against  any  housing 
scheme,  and  at  West  Ashby  there  was  difficulty  in  obtain¬ 
ing  a  site. 

Five  hundred  and  twenty  houses  were  inspected  under  the 
Housing  Regulations,  which  necessitated  1,500  visits  being 
paid. 

Forty-six  houses  were  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  habi- 
tation,  and  closing  orders  were  made  in  nine  eases.  Repairs 
to  the  others  were  carried  out.  Forty-three  new  houses  were 
built,  and  nine  enlarged  during  the  year.  Eleven  cases  of 
overcrowding  were  abated. 

Water  Supply — Wells  form  the  bulk  of  the  supply. 
Hemingby  and  West  Ashbv  are  served  by  the  Horncastle 
Waterworks  Company.  Revesby  has  about  12  houses  served 
by  the  Boston  Waterworks  Company.  Part  of  Ranby  gets  its 
supply  by  a  ram  from  the  Bain.  Wragbv  has  a  constant 
supply  from  Panton. 

Ter.  houses  in  Bueknall,  4  in  Sandy  Lane,  Woodhall,  1  in 
Tattershall,  7  in  Wildmore  and  3  in  Mareham-le-Fen,  are 
reported  to  be  badly  off  for  water.  A  special  report  was 
made  on  these  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  but  no  means 
of  supptying  these  houses,  except  by  rain  water,  was 
suggested. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply — There  are  32  regis¬ 
tered  milk  sellers  in  the  district.  Several  inspections  have 
been  made  during  the  year.  In  nearly  all  cases  the  floors  of 
the  cowsheds  require  attention.  The  number  of  milch  cows 
is  115. 
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There  is  not  sufficient  care  exercised  in  regard  to  cleanli¬ 
ness. 

Slaughter-houses — There  are  16,  all  registered,  and  kept 
fairly  clean. 

Bakehouses — There  are  23  to  which  36  inspections  have 
been  made.  The  flooring  of  two  is  defective,  and  in  conse¬ 
quence  cannot  be  kept  clean. 

Unsound  Food — None  was  found. 

Pollution  of  Rivers — Drains  were  found  to  be  running 
into  streams  at  Cawkwell,  Tattershall,  Tumbv,  and  West 
Torrington  and  were  cut  off. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal— A  new  main  sewer  has 
been  constructed  to  Belchford  to  take  the  place  of  the  old 
surface  water  drain  into  which  the  slops  of  about  12  houses 
drained.  Ninety-one  new  sanitary  drains  have  been  laid,  122 
gullies  (trapped)  have  been  put  down,  57  new  cesspools  made. 
Eleven  old  cesspools  have  been  abolished  and  28  cleaned  out. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — Thirty-seven  privy 
middens  have  been  converted  into  pail  closets.  W.c/s  were 
substituted  for  pail  closets  in  two  instances  and  Moule’s  earth 
closets  for  ordinary  pails  in  23  cases. 

Public  scavenging  for  villages  is  recommended. 

Common  Lodging-houses — There  is  one  at  Coningsby 
which  has  been  inspected  eight  times  during  the  year.

Water  Supply — Spilsby  with  Hundleby,  Sutton-on-Sea  and 
Wainfleet  All  Saints  possess  a  public  water  supply. 

A  part  of  Winthorpe  obtains  its  water  from  the  Skegness 
mains,  as  also  do  some  houses  in  Burgh  and  Welton.  A  few 
houses  in  West  Fen  are  supplied  from  the  mains  of  the 
Boston  Waterworks  Company. 

A  private  reservoir,  having  a  capacity  of  10,000  gallons, 
has  been  constructed  at  Candlesby. 

The  Wold  villages  are  for  the  most  part  supplied  with 
spring  water  from  wells.  The  Fen  villages  depend 
principally  on  rain  water  collected  in  cisterns  or  water 
obtained  from  dykes. 

The  houses  in  St.  Michael’s  Lane,  Wainfleet  St.  Mary, 
with  one  or  two  exceptions  are  badly  supplied  with  drinking 
water. 

Out  of  27  samples  analysed  9  were  classed  as  good,  5 
suspicious,  and  13  bad. 

Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milk  Supply — All  the  registered 
dairies,  cowsheds  and  milkshops  in  the  district  have  been 
inspected  and  a  general  improvement  in  their  condition  is 
maintained.  There  are  74  cowsheds  on  the  register. 


Slaughter-houses — There  are  .‘11  licensed  slaughter-houses, 
and  one  registered,  to  which  bye-laws  apply.  There  are  four 
others,  one  each  at  Eastville,  Skendleby,  Thorpe,  and 
Willoughby  where  bye-laws  do  not  apply.  Defects  found 
have  been  remedied. 

Bakehouses — Forty-six  bakehouses  have  been  inspected 
and  were  found,  for  the  most  part,  to  be  kept  clean. 

Unsound  Food— None  found. 

Pollution  of  Rivers — No  reference. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — Spilsby  and  Huiulleby 
have  combined  for  sewerage  purposes,  the  disposal  works  being 
situated  about  half  a  mile  south-east  of  Spilsby  Railway 
Station. 

Three  subsidiary  sewers,  approximately  138  yards,  together 
with  necessary  manholes,  etc.,  have  been  constructed. 

The  Sanitary  Surveyor  has  been  asked  to  prepare  a 
scheme  for  the  better  disposal  of  the  sewage  of  Burgh. 

The  new  sewerage .  scheme  for  Sutton-on-Sea  lias  not 
yet  been  taken  over  completely  by  the  Council  from  the 
Contractor. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — The  removal  of  night- 
soil  and  house  refuse  is  carried  out  by  contract,  under 
the  Council’s  supervision,  in  the  parishes  of  Spilsby,  Hogs- 
thorpe,  Wainfleet,  Winthorpe,  and  Sutton.  In  the  remaining 
parishes  the  removal  is  left  to  each  householder. 

The  pan  closet  system  is  the  one  in  vogue,  but  there 
are  still  a  great  many  privy  vaults. 

Common  Lodging-houses— The  only  one  in  the  district  is 
at  Partney.  The  place  is  well  conducted . 

Offensive  Trades — There  are  no  bye-laws  with  respect  to 
offensive  trades.  The  premises  of  the  fellmongers  have  been 
inspected.  One  at  Burgh  conducted  business  in  such  a  way 
as  to  be  a  nuisance.

Pollution  of  Rivers — No  fresh  evidence  of  pollution  was 
reported  during  the  year.  The  With  am  is  polluted  by  sewage 
at  Saxilby. 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal — No  new  sewers  have  been 
laid  or  alterations  made.  Fifteen  new  drains  have  been  put 
down.  Sewage  is  treated  by  land  irrigation  at  Nettleham 
and  by  a  primitive  and  unsatisfactory  system  of  filtration 
at  Bardney. 

Disposal  of  Refuse  and  Excrement — Scavenging  is  done  by 
contract  in  the  villages  of  Saxilby  and  Nettleham.  There 
appears  to  be  no  fixed  period  for  the  removal  of  refuse. 

Dr.  Harrison  strongly  recommends  that  the  quantity  of 
organic  refuse  to  be  stored  on  house  premises  should  be 
reduced  as  far  as  possible  by  burning  on  the  kitchen  fire 
all  matters  easily  destructible.

Treatment  of  Tuberculosis. 

Maintenance  Grant  towards  Cost  of  Sanatorium  Schemes. 


The  following'  Arrangements  are  proposed  in  regard  to 
the  distribution  of  the  maintenance  grant  towards  the  cost 
of  schemes  for  The  institutional  treatment  of  tuberculosis:  — 

In  cases  where  a  residential  institution  is  used  by  the 
Council  for  the  treatment  of  tuberculosis  and  also  for  the 
treatment  of  other  diseases,  it  will  be  necessary  to  apportion 
the  expenditure  which  is  common  to  both  purposes,  and  as 
the  floor  space  required  for  a  case  of  tuberculosis  is  generally 
much  less  than  is  required  for  a  case  of  acute  infectious  disease, 
the  apportionment  should  be  made  in  accordance  with  the 
following  rules,  unless  in  any  particular  case  the  Board  other¬ 
wise  direct. 

1.  (a)  One-lialf  of  the  standing  charges  should  be  appor¬ 
tioned  in  the  ratio  which  the  superficial  area  of  the 
pavilions  or  wards  at  the  institution  actually  used  for 
the  reception  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis 
during  the  period  to  which  the  expenditure  relates, 
bears  to  the  superficial  area  of  the  pavilions  provided 
for  the  treatment  of  other  diseases. 

(b)  The  remaining  half  of  the  standing  charges  should 
be  apportioned  in  the  ratio  which  the  number  of  beds 
in  the  pavilions  or  wards  actually  used  for  the 
reception  of  patients  suffering  from  tuberculosis  during 
the  period  to  which  the  expenditure  relates,  bears 
to  the  number  of  beds  in  the  pavilions  or  wards 
provided  for  the  treatment  of  other  diseases. 

2.  Standing  charges  will  include  rent,  loan  charges, 
rates  and  taxes,  insurance,  renewals,  repairs,  painting, 
and  any  other  expenditure  which  has  to  be  incurred 
whether  beds  are  occupied  or  not.  Unless  a  definite 
salary  is  paid  to  the  Medical  Staff  for  the  treatment  of 
tuberculous  patients  at  the  institution,  the  remunera¬ 
tion  of  the  Medical  Staff  should  be  included  in  the 
standing  charges,  but  as  the  same  nurses  will  not  be 
engaged  in  nursing  cases  of  tuberculosis  and  also  of 
cases  of  infectious  diseases,  no  apportionment  of  the 
salaries  of  the  nurses  will  be  necessary  and  only  the 
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salaries  paid  to  nurses  employed  in  nursing  tubercul¬ 
ous  patients  should  be  included  in  the  statement  of 
expenditure . 

The  salaries  and  wages  of  other  members  of  the 
staff  of  the  hospital  should  be  included  in  the  standing 
charges . 

3.  The  cost  of  provision  should  be  apportioned  in  the 
ratio  which  the  number  of  tuberculosis  “  patient  days 
increased  by  50  per  cent.,  bears  to  the  number  of 
“  patient  days  ’  of  other  diseases. 

4.  The  remaining  expenditure  (e.g.,  on  drugs  and 
medical  appliances,  heating,  lighting,  &c.)  should  be 
apportioned  in  the  ratio  which  the  number  of  tuber¬ 
culosis  “patient  days”  during  the  period  to  which 
the  expenditure  relates  bears  to  the  number  of  “  patient 
days  ”  for  other  diseases  during  that  period.
